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Government 
Criticism 
Not Unlike 
That of '76

A supreme irony of this Bicentennial 


year is that a new, angry chorus of criticism 
against the federal government in 
Washington — not unlike the wave of 
protest against Parliament and the Crown 
that crested with the Declaration of 
Independence in 1776 — is rising in the 
American states. 


Like the 13 colonies 200 years ago, the 


states are protesting what they call a 
callous disregard in the central government 
for their needs, aspirations, and basic 
welfare. No overt act of rebellion is about 
to surface. But talks with virtually any 
governor, any mayor or county executive

today produce a long litany of complaints 
about the weight of federal regulation, 
federal intervention in states' and cities' in- 
ternal affairs, and federal preemption of 
their right to decide on their own policies 
and priorities. 


The protest against Washington and its 


deeds has unquestionably reached a 20th 
century high-water mark. Governors and 
mayors don't use the word, but they are 
really charging that Washington has 
"recolomzed'' its partners in the federal 
system — the states that gave birth to cen- 
tral national government in the first in- 
stance. 


The protest is broadly bipartisan. Among 


governors, for Instance, one hears the 
harshest criticism of federal laws and rule- 
making from Washington Gov. Daniel 
Evans, a former Republican National 
Convention keynoter; Rhode Island Gov. 
Philip Noel, who will head this year's 
Democratic platform committee; Virginia 
Gov. Mills Godwin, a conservative 
Democrat turned Republican, and 
California's nonconformist Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr., a Democrat. 


Governors and mayors provide a long list 


of grievances with the federal government. 


Federal Aid Programs 
Despite revenue sharing and passage of 


several flexible block grant programs, they 
point out, 80% of Washington's huge 
payments to state and local governments 
($55.6 billion this year) still comes through 
the 1,100 narrowly-defined, specific federal 
aid programs now on the books. There are 
230 in the health area alone. 


Governors and mayors like the money, 


but they chafe under the incredible burden 
of accompanying rules and regulations. 
"All these categoncals," Gov. Evans said, 
"require extreme care with auditors, 
paper-shufflers, and all those necessary to 
make sure you keep within the narrow 
bounds of the particular category." 


The categoricals, Gov. Noel said, are "so 


rigid they try to paint a universal solution 
across this vast and diverse nation." The 
result: a grave mismatch between each 
locality's actual needs and the federal grant 
dollars available. 


In an ill-advised attempt to "improve" 


state government, governors charge, 
Congress or federal regulators often 
stipulate the exact kind of state govern- 
ment organization to run an aid program. 
This leads, according to the Wisconsin Of- 
fice of Federal-State Relations, to inef- 
ficient organization, added administrative 
costs, dilution of service delivery, and an 
"odious violation of the most basic tenet of 
federalism: 
the integrity of state 


government." 


Tension between federal and state 


governments is as old as the republic, so 
the question arises — why does it seem to 
be cresting in this Bicentennial year? 


One explanation is that the federal 


regulations 
surrounding programs 


launched during the Johnson presidency, 
together with subsequent and dramatic 
federal expansion in such fields as welfare, 
food stamps and environmental control, 
are reaching a "critical mass" in their 
effect on state and local governments. 


Programs Complex 
New national "quality of life" policies, 


such as affirmative action, citizen par- 
ticipation, job safety- and environmental 
impact statements, are tacked onto federal 
grant programs, old and new. making each 
more complex and expensive to imple- 
ment 
All this is magnified in hard 


economic times, because states and 
localities can't run deep deficits as their 
federal partner can. 


The Office of Management and Budget 


(OMB i has the authority to correct the 
problem, but does, not Noel accuses OMB 
of "general lack of concern for actually 
managing the federal government" It is 
failing, he says, to correct burdensome and 
unnecessary red tape, or to enforce a whole 
rash of executive branch orders designed 
to simplify grant administration and 
federal-state relations in general 


Whatever the reasons, it seems certain 


that the executive branch and Congress are 
confronted by a nsing. increasingly discor- 
dant wave of protest from the state and 
local governments of ttas land — a protest 
they will ignore, eventually, at tbev own 
pobticalpenl

Seek Mexican Cure

Mexicali. Mexico (AP) — It is dawn, and 


the amplified music from the night clubs 
has finally stopped; the hucksters and 
pimps have deserted the streets; and the 
wind that will later send tons of sand 
slashing through the Baja Desert is calm. 


In a dusty alley 200 yards from the U.S. 


border, a long line of Americans wait out- 
side a two-story white medical clinic. Many 
in the line are elderly, all are in pain. 


They wait long hours in the earliest light 


of day, like hopeful cripples waiting at a 
religious shrine for the gates to open and a 
miracle to happen. 


'Miracle' Pills 
The "miracle" these pilgrims seek is con- 


tained in a bottle — pills which they claim 
give them their only relief from the agony 
of arthritis. 


The pills, made from various com- 


pounds, including cortisone, are sold legal- 
ly in Mexican pharmacies. But they're not 
authorized by the Federal Drug Ad- 
ministration for sale in the United States. 
The FDA acknowledges the pills might 
reduce the symptoms of arthritis for a 
while. But in the long run. the FDA says, 
they can cause serious complications, even 
death. 


"I don't care if the drugs are concen- 


trated horse manure so long as they work." 
replies Mrs. Josie Janscish of Los Angeles, 
one of the women in line. "I've been com- 
ing to this clinic since 1963. I'm alive, 
aren't I? Isn't that proof enough it isn't 
poison?" 


Apparently such "proof" is enough for 


about 80,000 of the 20 million U.S. arthritis 
sufferers who. according to the Arthritis 
Foundation have visited this clinic and

Briton Claims Soviets 
Paid Bribe for Angola 


London (AP) — British Liberal party 


leader Jeremy Thorpe said Saturday he had 
learned from an "impeccable" source that 
the Soviet Union paid a $50 million bribe to 
a West African leader to win his backing 
for the Russian-supported faction in 
Angola. 


Thorpe did not identify the leader and 


there was no confirmation from other 
sources of his claim 


At the same time, the Soviet Union 


issued a defense of its Angola policy and 
called for an end to armed foreign in- 
tervention there.

Trenton — Contending the national 


welfare system is "out of control.' the 
governors of four major states called on 
President Ford Friday to espouse a federal 
take-over of state and local welfare 
programs. 


"The current patchwork of federal, state, 


and local welfare programs is not 
working." the governors said in a joint 
telegram wired to the President. "It is time 
for a fundamental reordering of our ap- 
proach to income maintenance; mere 
tinkering with existing programs is not 
enough." 


The telegram was signed by Govs Bren- 


dan Bryne of New Jersey, Hugh Carey of 
New York, Milton Shapp of Pennsylvania, 
and Patrick Lucey of Wisconsin, all of 
them Democrats. 


Last month. Lewis Kaden, Byrne's chief 


counsel, conferred with White House of- 
ficials on the prospects of a White House 
initiative toward a federal welfare take- 
over. Shortly afterwards, Byrne solicited 
the support of governors from other big ur- 
ban states in attempting to exert further 
pressure on the Ford administration. 
Friday's telegram represented one 
measure of Byrne's success. 


Asking for a White House meeting to dis- 


cuss welfare reform, the four governors 
proposed the following: 


—Consolidation of existing federal 


programs for the poor into a "single, 
federally financed cash system providing a 
floor to the income available to every 
family." The proposal would consolidate 
the federal food stamp program, the 
Supplemental Security Income program for 
the aged and disabled, and the principal 
federal welfare program. Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children. 


—A Federal welfare program that would 


provide equality to divided for fatherless 
families as well as to united ones. 


—The preservation of work incentives 


and a "fair level of assistance to the poor." 
According to New Jersey officials who 
helped draft the proposals, a minimum in- 
come of about $4.000 a year would be 
guaranteed to a family of four. 


—A uniform and easily understood 


benefit reduction schedule, gradually 
reaching a "zero point of no benefits and 
no income taxation" when actual family 
income reached about $7,500 a year 


—Retention of state responsibility for a 


number of social services for the poor and 
the elderly, elimination of a means test for 
the elderly, and institutions of a 
"reasonable." federally funded, cost-of- 
living increase.

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Moscow said they saw no indication that 
the Soviet statement amounted to a 
softening of its policy on Angola. They 
added that the call for a halt to foreign in- 
tervention was meant for other countries 
and not the Soviet Union or Cuba, which 
has troops fighting in Angola. 


In Washington, however, President Ford 


said in an interview with NBC that the 
United States is "making some headway" 
in diplomatic efforts to get the Soviet 
Union and Cuba to end military support ef- 
forts in Angola. He said the United States is 
not training foreign mercenaries to fight 
there, but would not deny that it is 
providing funds for such training. 


Thorpe said the Soviet motive in paying 


for the recognition by a West African 
government for the Soviet-backed Angolan 
group was to prompt other countries to 
follow suit and give the Soviet Union its 
•first permanent bridgehead in Africa." 


Thorpe, in a New Year's message to his 


supporters, said his information came from 
"a senior figure involved in the transac- 
tion" who had given details of the deal to 
the British Foreign Office The Foreign Of- 
fice said it knew nothing of the reported 
bribe, however. 


Thorpe said the details were also passed 


on to three African leaders "to raise it if 
they want to" at the Organization of 
African Unity meeting in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia, this week. 


So far nearly 20 members of the 46- 


nation OAU have recognized the Soviet- 
backed Popular Movement for the Libera- 
tion of Angola (MPLA.) 


The Soviet Union had no immediate 


reaction to Thorpe's charge but published a 
major defense of its Angola policy in the 
Communist party daily newspaper Pravda. 
The article denied the Soviet Union was 
seeking any military or economic gain and 
called for an end to foreign armed in- 
tervention in Angola. 


The Pravda article was carried in its en- 


tirety by the Soviet news agency Tass, 
reflecting the importance attached to it by 
Soviet leaders. 


In a separate dispatch from Luanda, Tass 


also reported that MPLA, recognized by 
the Soviets as the government of the coun- 
try, had gained full control of the oil-rich 
territory of Cabmda, an Angolan enclave 
north of the Congo River. 


In other Angolan developments: 
President Ford, citing national security 


interests, is personally intervening to block 
release of a congressional report citing es- 
calation of American involvement in 
Angola, CBS News reported Saturday. CBS 
said Ford will write House Intelligence 
Committee Chairman Otis Pike next week, 
invoking his right under an agreement with 
the committee to block public disclosure of 
the report. 


A five-page draft of the report is un- 


derstood to challenge Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger's contention that U S in- 
volvement in Angola has been mainly a 
reaction to Soviet intervention, CBS 
reporter Daniel Schorr said. CBS said the 
report, which has already been approved 
by the committee in closed session, 
suggests that the Russians reacted after 
taking as a challenge the CIA's expenditure 
of $300,000 to buy arms for pro-Western 
forces in Angola. 


— In Miami two Cuban refugees 


recruiting fellow exiles to fight Com- 
munists in Angola said they have 365 men 
ready to be airlifted to Africa and expect to 
start moving them next week. The 
recruiters denied any connection with U.S. 
government agencies and said they are 
signing up men on behalf of the National 
Union for the Total Independence of 
Angola, one of two Western-backed fac- 
tions in the former Portuguese colony. 


— Tanzania's government radio station 


said Saturday that reportedly intensified 
CIA involvement in Angola shows the 
United States "does not care at all about 
what black Africa thinks." It added, "The 
U S must be condemned in the strongest 
terms for its involvement in Angola." 


The reason for U.S. interest in Angola 


was that "Americans badly need Angola's 
vast natural resources" and refuse to 
tolerate the establishment of a socialist 
government anywhere in the world, the 
Tanzanian broadcast said. 


—Peking, in a bitter attack against 


Moscow, said the Soviet Union "single 
handedly provoked the civil war" in Angola 
to divide the different 
liberation 


movements and destroy African unity. 


China's official Hsinhua news agency, in 


a broadcast monitored in Tokyo, said, "On 
the Angola problem, now the focus of 
world attention, the ferocious features of 
the Soviet social-imperialists were laid 
bare." 


Ford to Renew 
Tax Cut Debate

Washington — President Ford plans to 


use his State of the Union message to tell 
the American people that they can have a 
tax cut of $10 billion, starting July 1. if 
Congress will hold government spending 
for the coming fiscal year to $395 billion 
le\el 


In that message, scheduled for the 


evening of Jan. 20. Ford will be reopening 
the debate on the issue of taxes and spen- 
ding, which he sees as one of his strongest 


for the forthcoming election campaign. 


The tax cut Ford will recommend would, 


if enacted, reduce withholding taxes by $2 
to $4 a week for most families with in- 
comes between $7.500 and $20.000 and give 
smaller cuts for those above and below 
these incomes. A heavy majority of the 
electorate has incomes in the $7.500 to 
$20,000 range. 


Ford's tax-cut proposal will include an 


increase in the personal exemption from 
$750 to $1.000 and some reductions in tax 
rates for individuals and corporations.

While Mclntvre demonstrates his ability 


to do deep-knee bends, the FDA in the 
United States emphasizes the failures that 
come out of the Mexican clinics. 


Kansas Citian Died 


.An FDA spokesman, Jerry Henderson, 


tells of a 62-year-old Kansas City man 
whiKe death was at least partly caused by- 
drugs obtained in Mexico. Henderson said 
the man visited the Piedras Negras clinic in 
Sqrtember 1973. 


"He was given several shots and two 


boitjes of pills." Henderson said. "In 
November he began having prostrate 
troubles and was hospitalized and operated 
on. in Kansas City. He .recovered, but 
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These pills, prescribed in 
Mexico for an American 
arthritis suffer, may be a 
"miracle cure" as some claim. 
But many U.S. medical 
authorities call them potentially 
dangerous. 


returned to Mexico in January 1974, and 
resumed the drug treatments He became 
ill again and died in Kansas City in January 
1974 ' 


Henderson quoted the autopsy as listing 


the cause of death as "dehydration, shock- 
like acute gastroentntis, possibly 
aggravated or caused by unknown drugs 
given for rheumatoid arthritis " 


"We always hear about the so-called 


miracles performed at these clinics," 
Henderson said "We don't hear about the 
mistakes They get buried six feet under ' 


Something of a mystery surrounds the 


clinics, which have rebuffed efforts by 
American authorities to examine their 
procedurds 


Corisone Prescribed 


The Minnesota Medical Assn issued a 


report saying many of the drugs prescribed 
are "adrenocorticoteroitl," known com- 
monly as cortisone. American doctors can 
use cortisone, but they say it is used only as 
a last resort, in small doses and under close 
supervision. 


Henderson said cortisone can cause in- 


ternal bleeding, thinning of the bones, 
stomach ulcers, suspectibiuty to other dis- 
eases and a "heroin-like addiction " 


The Minnesota Medical Assn. report 


identified other drugs used as tranquilizers, 
monomaine-oxide inhibitors, male and 
female hormones and dimenthyl sulfoxice 
(DMSO) 


"There is no doubt but that many of 


these drugs taken in large doses will "cover 
up" much of the pain and discomfort of m- 
flamatory arthritis. 
and even of 


degenrative joint disease." the report said 
"The side effects, while varying from 
patient 
to 
p a t i e n t , 
may 
be 


dangerous... There is little evidence to 
show that the massive drug therapy ad- 
vised in these Mexican arthritis treatment 
centers is beneficial over the months or 
years which typify the course of chronic 
arthritis. 


"There is considerable evidence that the 


results of such prolonged and massive 
steroid therapy are bad." 


Outlawed Drugs 


Henderson said the FDA knows that at 


least three drugs outlawed in the United 
States are being used in the pills prescribed 
at the clinics The Mexican Health Ministry 
said the drugs or their equivalents are 
legally available to Mexican doctors. 


Henderson said most of the other drugs, 


such as cortisone, are controlled drugs and 
U S doctors must use them cautiously. 


Dr Gerald Rodnan, president of the 


American Rheumatism Assn. and 
professor of medicine at the University of 
Pittsburgh, said he has discussed the 
"problem of the border clinics with respon- 
sible Mexican doctors." He says they are 
equally upset about them. 


"We checked it out earlier this year; and 


there's nothing that can be done to stop or 
curtail the clinics,' Rodnan said. 


The Mexican Health Ministry says it con- 


siders the border arthritis clinics just like 
any other clinic that operate within the 
bounds of Mexican law 


The clinics begin springing up in the 


border towns in the late 1950s and early 
1960s, and they've stimulated the local 
economies 


Stay on U.S. Side 


"Seventy or 80 per cent of our customers 


are going to see the doctor," said Bob 
Davis, whose motel on the U S. side of the 
border — in Calexico, Calif. — is a 
headquarters for the American patients 
visiting Dr Camllo. 


"Business is always good unless the doc- 


tor is on vacation," he added. "Today we 
have people from South Dakota, Indiana, 
Idaho, Arizona and God knows where 
else " 


Taped to the front desk of Davis' motel is 


a large business card with directions to 
Camllo s clinic The card also gives the 
number of a cab company that will take 
patients on the five-block trip from the 
motel to the chmc for $5 each way. After

Topeka, Kan. — Reps. Martha 


Keys, D-Kan., and Andrew 
Jacobs Jr., D-lnd., Saturday 
became the first incumbent 
members of Congress to be 
married. 


Both Jacobs, 43, and 


Representative Keys, 45, have 
announced they plan to seek 
reelection this year. 


"I am the happiest woman in 


the world today," she said. 
"Today I'm only concerned 
about our personal lives." 
Declining to discuss political 
matters, she said she will retain 
her last name and would prefer 
to be called Rep. Keys. 


The bridegroom also said the 


personal significance of the 
event was more important than 
its historical or political 
significance. 


It is the second marriage for 


each. Rep. Keys' four children 
by her marriage to Samuel Keys, 
dean of the college of education 
at Kansas State 
University, 


attended the ceremony along 
with about a dozen other per- 
sons. Keys, who was divorced 
from Rep. Keys last summer, 
did not attend. 


The wedding was performed 


by the Rev. Jack Bremer, pastor 
of University United Methodist 
Church, at the home of the 
bride's Topeka administrative 
assistant, James Buchele. 


Short Honeymoon 
After the wedding, the two 


appeared at a news conference 
and then went to a private recep- 
tion. Mrs. Keys said they would 
spend the night in Kansas City, 
then fly to Indianapolis today to 


meet with Jacobs' family. Mon- 
day they will fly to "warm coun- 
try" for a short honeymoon 
before Congress reconvenes Jan. 
19, Mrs. Keys said. 


Though Mrs. Keys refused to 


comment on whether her 
loyalties now will be split 
between her husband in Indiana 
and her constituents in Kansas, 
her husband said it was 
ridiculous. 


"We've seen another myth 


rear its ugly head," Jacobs said 
during the news conference. 
"That Martha somehow would 
not represent her district — I 
found that astounding." 


May Try to Exploit 
The Indiana congressman said 


politicians in Kanas may try to 
exploit Mrs. Keys' marriage, but 
that "earth people — the real 
people we've seen" will sym- 
pathize with their happiness. 


"This double standard they 


have raised against Martha will 
backfire," he said. 


Mrs. Keys, in an ivory A-line 


dress with mandarin collar, 
stood quietly beside her hus- 
band. 


Jacobs said the couple has

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Sunday Journal and Star EDITORIALS, 
Filling the Prisons 


January 4, 1976 


This newspaper's Marj Marlette per- 


formed a public informational service the 
other day with her report on rising population 
in Nebraska's Penal Complex. 


After some five years of relative stability, 


ranging from 900 to 950 inmates, institutional 
population is now surging near 1,200. If 
current trends continue — 86 persons were 
processed into the reception center just in 
November - the all-time prison population 
record of 1.368 is within shattering distance. 
Soon. 


Joseph Vitek, state correctional service 


director, believes the rise in offenders being 
imprisoned traces to a change in attitude by 
"previously liberal and moderate judges." 
Those jurists now are taking a "get-tough 
stance," according to Vitek. 


There is data to support such a summary. 
During 1974, the number of "first com- 


mitments" entered into Penal Complex 
records averaged 25 monthly. For the first 
three quarters of 1975, that average was 39, or 
an increase of nearly 60%. 


What seems to be happening is that 


judges are giving prison terms to first-time 
offenders who commit non-violent felonies. 
These are people who may have been placed 
on probation in earlier times. 


But public anxieties about crime are in- 


creasing, probably on a parallel track with the 
increase in overall crime itself. Judges are 
sensitive to community attitudes. 


Parenthetically, such sensitivity may have 


ft secondary but not entirely unconsidered 
consequence. Should district judges ask the 
1976 Legislature to raise their $32,500 salaries, 
a public attitude about judges being "soft" on 
criminals would not be exceptionally helpful. 


If Nebraskans really want more persons 


dispatched to prison, whether their felonies 


be of the violent or non-violent sort, then 
Nebraskans should be prepared to increase 
public spending for additional, perhaps 
bigger, prisons. Jamming more and more peo- 
ple into existing, admittedly obsolete prisons 
— Mrs. Marlette reports the prospect of four 
men confined to a single 9 by 11 cell — is a 
guarantee of big, future trouble. 


Moreover, 
statistics on 
criminal 


repeaters, once individuals are fed through 
the prison system, are depressing. 


There aren't an abundance of good 


answers in this grim situation. 


One, which may rub law and order hard-, 


liners the wrong way, is to avoid imprison- 
ment of many first-offenders guilty of non- 
violent felonies. The objective is to keep the 
individual from being isolated and hardened 
in a penitentiary setting, to keep the in- 
dividual working while he or she genuinely 
tries to straighten out lives. 


Lancaster County has such an experimen- 


tal program. It is a selective effort to divert 
not-yet-convicted first-offenders 
from the 


criminal justice system, after initial arrest. 


County Atty. Ron Lahners reports about 


80 individuals are in the program now, which 
started last September. Not until several 
years' experience is recorded can a full assess- 
ment be made. Yet Lahners is moderately en- 
couraged by results already. Two of every 
three persons in the program seem to be 
abiding by their written agreements of good- 
conduct participation; hence avoiding 
criminal prosecution. 


In Lahners' opinion, such a pre-charge 


diversion program is "far cheaper to the 
public than the cost of incarceration." 


That's worth thinking about as prison 


populations continue rising.

To Guide 


Law's Path 
During '76 


By Jack C. Landau 
Washington - The trend of the law 


in 1976 will be increasingly affected by 
economic issues arising from social 
policies. 


This is becoming evident in the U.S. 


Supreme Court and in lower courts 
where employers, employes, home- 
owners and others oppose policies 
which limit profit incentives in order 
to achieve social goals. 


One example is job discrimination. 


For five years, courts have been 
ordering employers who dis- 
criminated against some employes on 
the basis of race to give them back pay 
and establish preferential hiring and 
seniority systems to compensate them 
for previous discrimination. 


These aitirmative action programs 


provoked little organized resistance 
while employment and wages were 
rising. Workers among the~white 
majority were jumped over by less 
senior minority workers, but whites, 
too, were moving up the wage ladder. 


But when massive lay-offs started, 


majority group workers and labor un- 
ions began to file suits claiming dis- 
crimination against their job rights. So 
far, the Supreme Court has agreed to 
" hear two of these cases. 


Or take housing. During the height 


of the building boom in the 1960s, es- 
tablished borne-owners could tell 
themselves that if their neighborhoods 
became congested, or if the 
neighborhood lost status, they could 
always buy a boose at a reasonable 
price somewhere elie in the area. 


Now, 
housing prices have 


skyrocketed. Down payments are 
bigger. Mortgages are up to 9% and 
more. Existing home owners pay dear- 
ly if they sell homes with lower 
mortgage rates. 


The result has been more organized 


legal resistance among home-owners 
against efforts to change their 
neighborhoods, especially attempts to 
provide decent, low-cost, high density 
homes in the suburbs for poor people. 
The Supreme Court has agreed to 
review two of these zoning cases. 


A third area is the environment. 


During the boom days when the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency was 
established, there was relatively little 
opposition to efforts to enforce clean 
air and water standards. Profits were 
high and costs of environmental 
safeguards could be passed on to con- 
sumers. 


But when profits fell, industries 


such as metals and chemicals began to 
pinch pennies — and went to court to 


keep from paying for environmental 
safeguards the government ordered 
them to install. 


Industries ar° less willing to make 


financial sacrifices in the name of 
"public accountability." The Depart- 
ment of Commerce does not censure 
American firms which do not do 
business with Israel lest they be 
boycotted by the Arabs. If an 
American firm bucks the boycott, it 
loses the Arab business to European 
competitors. Doing business with 
Israel is avoided for the sake of just 
doing business. A lawsuit has been 
filed. 


American firms accused of bribing 


foreign officials in order to do 
business in underdeveloped countries 
now argue before the Securities and 
Exchange Commission that bribery is 
an international way of doing 
business, unrelated to domestic 
business standards. 


Since 1945, courts have been in- 


volved with civil liberties, civil rights 
and other social issues which society 
accepted during an economic boom. 
Now, however, courts see litigants 
worried about their own jobs, own 
houses, own firms and own bank ac- 
count — and not about the social 
problems of their neighbors.

Is Free Enterprise Dying? Or Already Dead? 


By Maryline Bender 
New York — Amid the hoopla and the crass 


commercialism of the bicentennial year, a 
profound and sometimes anguished soul-searching 
is going on among businessmen and the critics and 
scholars of the American economic system. 


If the inquiry appears strident and unfocused 


at times, and the mood of the businessmen is 
frequently described as apprehensive, no wonder. 
As with the blind men feeling the elephant, the in- 
quirers can't always agree on a definition of the 
system they are so eager to preserve or amend. 


Free enterprise is dying, some businessmen 


contend. Richard A. Riley, president of the 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Co., has pronounced it 
already dead. 


Another executive, an industrialist in his 50's, 


said in response to a survey on the future of 
business in American society conducted for the 
American Management Association, "At the rate 
we are moving toward socialism, all corporations 
will be nationalized by the year 2000." 


Unless something is done to halt "the 


systematic destruction by federal and state govern- 
ment of the ability to make profits, the word cor- 
poration will be something to be studied in Latin 
class along with the buggy whip," a chief executive 
in his 30's told the survey. 


The economic freedom of the American people 


has already been destroyed, in the view of the 
People's Bicentennial Commission, a counter 
group to the federally established American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission. The 
organizer of the People s Commission is Jeremy 
Rifkin. a 31-year-old alumnus of the Wharton 
School and a radical advocating a return to the 
nation's revolutionary roots and philosophical prin- 
ciples 


He argues that America's giant corporations 


are the freedom-killers They have seized control of 
the country's resources, crushed small businesses, 
formed shared monopolies in numerous industries 
and forced consumers to pay inflated prices for es- 
sential goods and services that are often unsafe, he 
contends 


They have interfered in the political process by 


illegally financing elective campaigns and placed

their supporters within the government agencies 
charged with regulating them, he says. 


Moreover — and this may be the most woun- 


ding charge by the PBC — 'the corporate system 
has proven itself to be grossly inefficient and 
wasteful," and its owners and managers have been 
incompetent to make decisions affecting the 
economic well-being of the American people. 


John W. Warner, chief of the official American 


Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission, 


acknowledges the "appeal" of the counter group's 
message and says this is a measure of the attention 
being focused on "the structural system of private 
enterprise." 


Warner adds his analysis that "for every per- 


son who migrated to the United States for religious 
or political freedom, there were 10 who came for 
the purpose of participating in the free-enterprise 
system and to get into the economic mainstream." 


Then why, asks Stanley Marcos, chairman of 


Neuron-Marcus, do those who purport to be its 
fondest admirers do so much to undermine that 
system? "When those who have the greatest stake 
in it often tan out to be its greatest enemies, I 
wonder if free enterprise can survive," Marcus said 
in a recent speech. 


He was referring to such business practices as 


price-fixing, insider stock dealing and illegal 
political contributions, all of which inhibit competi- 
tion, "the life force of the system." 


The system being mourned or condemned is 


identified as capitalism and its three main tenets 
are held to be private ownership, the profit motive 
and the market as the legitimate seat of control. 


Capitalism is seen as attending to less than the 


full social needs of the population. Some argue that 
American capitalism is no longer recognizable as 
the free enterprise of its hereditary master, the 
18th century Scottish economist. Adam Smith. 
During two centuries on the road from an agrarian 
to a post-industnal society, past the landmarks of 
the robber barons, the trust-busters, the New 
Dealers and the New Frontiersman. Smith's free- 
enterprise ideal has been encroached upon or 
modified by government corporations and labor 
unions 


He would have been astonished at the selective 


partnerships some of his disciples have formed 
with government. 


As far back as the 1880's, points out George C. 


Lodge, a professor at the Harvard Business School, 
American businessmen were clinging to "the fan- 
tasy of laissez faire" even as they called on govern- 
ment to intervene to help them expand, stabilize 
and protect their markets and sources of capital. 


In his recently published book, "The New 


American Ideology" (Alfred A. Knopf), Professor 
Lodge maintains that the old ideas and assump- 
tions for the free-enterprise system to which 
American businessmen profess allegiance are 
crumbling. 


Community rights supersede property rights, 


commumtananism replaces individualism, as com- 
munity purpose abrogates the hallowed goal of 
competition. Not only will workers participate in 
management and corporations derive from federal 
charters, but also comprehensive government plan- 
ning at various levels is virtually inevitable, accor- 
ding to Lodge. 


A number of surprising converts to the concept 


of national planning — an idea that at first blush 
appears antithetical to capitalism and free enter- 
prises — augurs for an increased, rather than a 
lessened, government role in America's third cen- 
tury. 


For example, Henry Ford 0 and Robert V. 


Roosa, the investment banker, are on the pro- 
planning side, while Thomas A. Murphy, chairman 
of General Motors, and Walter B. Wriston, chair- 
man of First National Cfty Bank, are catting nay 
votes. 


Another bone of contention is the issue of 


greater or lesser government regulation of 
business Here again strange alliances will be made 
on specific makers. 


The AMA survey concluded that, regardless of 


whether the change in the American business 
system took the form of evolution or major 
transformation, virtually all agree that things will 
never be the same "

Ford, moreover, is the first from 
Michigan and, given the rivalry 
among municipalities, one might 
reasonably expect Grand Rapids 
to be thumping its civic tub. 


Not so. And the reasons, upon 


reflection, are easy to come by. 


A lot of the voters who kept 


Ford in Congress for 25 years are 
skeptical of his first year's 
record in the presidency. The 
Republican party hereabouts has 
fallen on difficult times. While 
rebuilding efforts are underway, 
no local leader has emerged to 
take Ford's place. Democratic 
fortunes, meanwhile, are on the 
upswing, especially since 
Representative Richard Vander 
Veen captured the President's 
old Fifth District seat in 
Congress in 1974. 


Then, too, there is a peculiar 


reserve, a kind of anti-hero egali- 
ty about the descendants of the 
Dutch who comprise the largest 
ethnic force in this part of the 
state and who determine its 
political, social and cultural bias. 
Local pride is tempered by the 
Calvmist knowledge that nobody 
is perfect, and that even a presi- 
dent from Grand Rapids is likely 
to disappoint. 


For example, while the city 


fathers have acquired the 
property, there is no local 
enthusiasm for turning Ford's 
boyhood home into a historic 
shrine in his honor. 


This is not to say the 


President's townsfolk are 
callous about his performance. 
In fact, they voice the same basic 
gripes that one hears elsewhere. 


"He can't seem to get the 


economy going any better than 
Nixon," one Republican wage- 
earner grumped. A downtown 
shopkeeper complained of un- 
sold Christmas stocks and 
blames the President for 
' 'vetoing all those bills that could 
have put people back to work." 
Unemployment in Kent and Ot- 
tawa counties around Grand 
Rapids hovers just below 10% 
despite the auto industry's call- 
back of laid-off workers. And in- 
flation and rising taxes sour the 
rest.

proval of the President's 
traveling schedule. 


The thing that hurts the most 


is presidential neglect. "He 
travels everywhere but never 
comes home," one long-time 
Ford supporter observed. "He 
hasn't been in Michigan since 
the Cherry Blossom Festival last 
spring, and he hasn't been in 
Grand Rapids for more than a 
year. I think that's a mistake." 


Ford received a gala reception 


in Grand Rapids when he 
became vice president. He did 
not return until the fall of 1974 
when he sought unsuccessfully 
to defeat Vander Veen in the 
congressional contest Today, 
local ski buffs resent Ford's no- 
show status at Caberfae, a ski 
resort he once favored as a con- 
gressman. 


Still, local dismay is un- 


matched by any boom for 
Ronald Reagan. Curiosity, yes, 
but not much support. Even the 
Conservative Republicans here 
are backing Ford over his 
California challenger. 


Lawyer John P. Milanowski, 


Ford's former congressional 
assistant, has agreed to head up 
the Ford campaign in western 
Michigan. He anticipates 
carrying all of the state for the 
President in the Republican 
primary next May, even in the 
unlikely event that Reagan 
enters the Michigan contest. 
Gov. William Milliken, a 
Republican moderate, shares 
that view, although he, too, isn't 
exactly delirious over Ford's 
performance to date. 


But carrying Michigan and 


Grand Rapids in the party 
primary is one thing, carrying 
the state for the Republicans 
next November is another. 
Given the big Democratic 
coloration of the Detroit area 
and the growing Democratic 
strength in the oustate regions, 
Michigan again may elude the 
Republicans even if the man 
from Grand Rapids is their 
nominee. 


That subtle awareness may be 


why the President's home town 
is singularly silent about its 
biggest claim to fame since the 
days when it boasted of being

There are 175 or so National Public Radio stations 


that operate in 43 states. 


These noncommercial stations may be found — 


when they can be found at all - on your FM band, 
usually between 88 and 92 on the dial. 


As one of my correspondents reminds me, "The 


public radio stations are usually heavy into classical 
music, but not without good programs in jazz and folk 
music. They are also the best broadcast sources in the 
nation for news and public affairs programming, both 
from Washington and from local communities." 


In my own area, there are eight such stations in 


Illinois, 10 in Wisconsin and 11 in Michigan. Unfor- 
tunately, many have weak signals; the one nearest me 
in the summer is 75 miles away and can hardly be 


heard on my bedside set 


The idea of democracy is one of "free choice," 


and too often this comes to mean the taste of the 
majority trampling over the needs of the minority — a 
problem that worried the makers of our Constitution a 
good deal. Unless minority taste is sustained and en- 
couraged, a culture becomes stagnant and inevitably 
degenerates. 


The NPR stations offer a wide spectrum of broad- 


casting features unobtainable elsewhere 
Congressional hearings, interviews and commentary, 
speeches, symposia, documentaries, as well as serious 
music, jazz, folk music, opera and drama The network 
also distributes programs from all parts of the world, 
so that the sources of material are decentralized and 


not focused in New York or Hollywood. 


If most people want to hear the junk they want to 


hear, that is their privilege, and oo one is disturbing it. 
But a presumably pluralistic society has to leave a 
margin for those who want other things, and there is 
little room for such a margin in commercial radio, 
where every minute has to prove It to paying for itself. 


If we want this diversity, and don't want govern- 


ment radio (as most European countries have it), the 
best alternative is to support the NPR network, and to 
let other like-minded people know about it. I may even 
buy a stronger bedside set next summer.

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Angola, Vietnam: How Much Alike? 


By Peter AfMtt 


Is Angola a mirror-image of 


Vietnam for the United States? 


It depends on who you are 


listening to 


Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger argues eloquently that 
it is different, yet uaei language 
remarkably similar to that 
chosen by the late President 
John F Kennedy to justify 
American aid to Vietnam in the 
earlv '6te 


Congressional critics declare 


Angola and Vietnam are look- 
alikes but concede some 
differences in time, place and 
pobtics 


What is the truth' 
Alike and Different 
A look at both countries 


suggests that in some significant 
ways Asia's Vietnam and 
Africa's Angola are very much 
alike, while in other ways they 
are markedly different. 


Their histories began to merge 


in the Middle Ages 


Portuguese adventurers were 


the first Westerners to reach 
both countries, exploring the 
coast of Angola in the 15th cen- 
tury, and sailing across the In- 
dian Ocean to Vietnam 200 years 
later 


The Portuguese remained in 


Angola until last November. It 
was another European power, 
France, that 
eventually 


colonized Vietnam, finally 
departing in 1955 


The French found the Viet- 


namese to be a proud, 
nationalistic people with 2,000 
years of written history and an 
elaborate governing system that 
was allowed to continue func- 
tioning under colonial rule. 


The Portuguese found in 


Angola groups of warring tribes 
who in five centuries of rule 
were allowed few opportunities 
for self-improvement, and who 
entered independence im- 
poverished and illiterate. 


Catholic South 
Both colonial masters offered 


their subjects Christianity, and it 
was an ardent Roman Catholic, 
Ngo Dinh Diem, who formed the 
first government of South Viet- 
nam in 1955. 


The three leaders of the con- 


testing factions in Angola are the 
sons of Protestant lay preachers, 
and were educated in mission 
schools. 


The independence of both 


countries was preceded by years 
of war against colonial rule. 
With self rule came civil war. 


In Angola, as in the former 


Southeast Asian colonies of Bur- 
ma. Malaysia, Indonesia and the 
Philippines, all the nationalist 
groups now competing for power 
fought against the colonial 
government, and can lay claim 
to the revolutionary mantle. 


Not so in Vietnam where, 


during the long and bloody war 
against the French, the Viet- 
namese Communist party under 
Ho Chi Minn completely took 
over the revolutionary move- 
ment. When the battle for South 
Vietnam began, the American- 
backed Saigon government 
found itself unable to shake the 
label of being a puppet of 
Western powers It was the Com- 
munist Viet Cong that caught the 
imagination of the Vietnamese 
people. 


Used as Examples 
Those arguing that the United 


States should leave Angola com- 
pletely alone, point to Burma, 
Indonesia and other Asian coun- 
tries as examples of the possible 
future course of events. 


With no political faction 


strong enough to take over com- 
plete power, these countries 
eventually evolved governments 
that were able to contain the 
Communist minorities. 


Angola is seen as a similar 


situation. Even though the fac- 
tion backed by the Soviet Union

Euclid, were arrested for 
reckless operation of a motor 
vehicle on Ohio 8, according to 
Deputy William Riley. They 
were allowed to make phone 
calls so someone could pick 
them up.

many experts doubt this group 
can establish total, permanent 
power. 


In Vietnam the Communist 


party harnessed Vietnamese 
nationalism for a real social 
revolution. But nationalism and 
ideology are less factors in 
Angola than tribal politics, and 
the civil war maps of today bear 
close resemblance to the 
colonial charts of tribal regions 
drawn up under Portuguese rule 
centuries ago. So central rule 
from Luanda most likely would 
be contested. 


Geopolitical Scene 
The geopolitical picture is 


vastly different. 


The South Vietnamese Com- 


munists fighting first Saigon and 
then American troops, had the 
backing of North Vietnam, 
which secretly smuggled arms 
and men over jungle trails. 
North Vietnam was in turn 
supplied by her giant Com- 
munist neighbor, China. The 
Soviet Union also shipped war 
goods to the Vietnamese through 
China with relative secrecy. 


But the Angolan group 


currently aided by the Soviet 
Union and Cuba has no such easy 
routes. In fact, the immediate 
Angolan neighbors of Zaire and 
Zambia support the two other 
factions — the National Front 
and the National Union — as 
does South Africa, which ad- 
ministers Southwest Africa on 
Angola's southern border. 


Only the Congo has sympathy 


for the so-called Marxist group, 
and it has no direct access 
because the northern part of 
Angola is controlled by opposing 
factions. 


The Soviet Union and Cuba 


must, therefore, move in 
supplies openly across inter- 
national borders, as did the 
United States in the Vietnam 
war. 


Cited as Vital 
The strategic situation of 


Angola today is seen as vital to 
U.S. interests, just as Vietnam 
and the rest of Indochina were 
more than a decade ago. Presi- 
dent Kennedy, on March 23, 
1961, read a statement to a press 
conference about a small, 
remote nation called Laos where 
several factions were fighting for 
supremacy, one backed by the 
Soviet Union. 


"It is this new dimension of 


externally supported warfare 
that creates the present grave 
problem... We strongly and un- 
reservedly support the goal of a 
neutral and independent Laos.. 
. If these (Communist) attacks 
do not stop (the United States 
and others) will have to consider 
their response," Kennedy said. 


Those comments, with the 


substitution of Angola for Laos, 
were almost the text of recent 
statements about Angola by 
Secretary of State Kissinger and 
President Ford. 


US. government spokesmen 


also have been using the 
"domino theory" for Angola. 
They argue that if it should fall 
to the Communist-backed side, 
then Zaire, Zambia and ultimate- 
ly South Africa might similarly 
be overwhelmed by leftist 
governments. 


Same Argument 
The same argument was used 


for two decades in Vietnam, 
with Thailand, Malaysia, the 
Philippines and Indonesia 
numbered among the falling 
dominoes. Events have proved 
this prediction wrong. 


Supporters of American In- 


volvement in Angola argue that 
victory for the Communist- 
backed side would give Russia a 
port in the South Atlantic and 
potential control of oil shipping 
routes. 


That argument is an echo of 


the early Vietnam years when 
those supporting U.S. interven- 
tion argued that ports such as Da 
Nang and Cam Ranh Bay were 
integral to the defense of the 
United States and should never 
be allowed to fall into Com- 
munist hands. 


Just as the U.S. government 


has perceived the threat to 
American interests in Angola as 
similar to the threat it saw in 
Vietnam, it has reacted not only 
with similar rhetoric, but with 
similar actions. 


Revelations that secret aid 


was channeled to Angola 
through the CIA in early 1975 
had a historical ring to them. 
Similar secret aid was sent to 
anti-Communist factions in 
Hanoi in 1955, also through the 
CIA. 


Only Months 
Covert American entry into, 


the Angolan war has changed 
now to open requests for public 
support for that policy. But what 
took years to develop in In- 
dochina has taken only months 
in Africa. The escalation of 
military help from all sides 
seems to be faster, too. 


The Vietnam example has 


brought a new factor into the 
Angolan equation. That factor is 
the perception of foreign policy 
from within and outside govern- 
ment. 


Whereas involvement in Viet- 


nam received the unquestioned 
support of U.S. government of- 
ficials for years, a senior official 
in the U.S. State Department 
quickly resigned only a few 
months after covert Angolan aid 
began because he disagreed with 
that policy. 


Congressional criticism and 


debate quickly flowered when 
the CIA-Angolan connection was 
revealed, and the Senate has 
voted to cut off all aid. The 
House will consider the question 
in January. 


Congress had only slowly 


questioned the Vietnam war, 
finally cutting off funds nearly 
two decades after American in- 
volvement began.

Peter Byrne of the Bigfoot In- 


formation Center said he has 


seen two photographs of the 
creature and says it looks like a 
chimpanzee with a domed head, 
but not a Bigfoot.

He said it has the opposed 
thumb characteristic of apes and 
does not have a foot that 
matches the shape or style of 
Bigfoot footprints reported 
around the Northwest for more 
than a century.

Stolen Rembrandt Found, 
Valued Over $1 Million 


Boston (AD - Months of 


negotiations and investigation by 
law officers have led to recovery 
of a stolen Rembrandt master- 
piece — a portrait believed to be 
of his sister. It was damaged 
slightly. 


"There are no deals being 


made/' U.S. Atty. James X. 
Gabriel said Saturday. "No 
money has been involved in this 
transaction whatsoever." 


Gabriel, flanked by state 


police officials and Boston police 
detectives, announced the 
recovery in his office with the 
portrait leaning casually against 
the office wall nearby. 


The 343-year-old oval portrait 


of a sober-faced, curly-haired 
Dutch woman, valued at more 
than $1 million, was wrapped in 
a threadbare old brown quilt 
when recovered at a secret 
meeting Friday night. 


He said there appeared to be 


only slight damage to the two- 
foot by 18-inch painting — two 
or three rubs or scrapes from the 


upper right to the lower left. The 
frame was damaged extensively. 


The portrait, entitled 


"Elsbeth van Rijn," was painted 
when Rembrandt was 26, living 
in Amsterdam and beginning to 
gain prominence for his unusual 
use of light and mood 


It is on loan to the museum 


from tfie family of the late 
Robert Treat Paine II.

Twomey late Friday night in a

dealers to put window stickers in 
their used cars to teli customers 
about warranty, 
repairs, 


previous use and damage. The 
commission said the regulation 
is needed because there appears 
to be "substantial" fraud in the 
used car business by dealers who 
know about defects or potential 
problems but do not tell 
customers. 


The federal agency would for- 


bid used car salesmen from 
making "any false, misleading or 
deceptive representation... of 
the quality, performance, 
reliability or lack of mechanical 
defects" of their cars, in sales 
talks and advertising.

Washington (AP) - Federal 


courts are being deluged with 
complaints from inmates of state 
pnsons which should have been 
handled by the institutions 
themselves. Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger said Saturday 


In his annual year-end report. 


Burger also accused Congress of 
failing to make a "reasonable 
response" to the need for more 
federal judges. 


Burger said petitions from 


federal prisoners, which in- 
creased l(Tc in fiscal 1974, rose 
only 1 2'~c in fiscal 1975 because 
of improved methods of 
handling complaints in prisons. 


"The flood of such petitions 


from state institutions continued 
to rise, however." he said. 
"There were 14,260 such 
requests from state prisoners in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, a 
6.2^ rise in a year 


'"Federal judges should not be 


dealing with prisoner complaints 
which, although important to a 
prisoner, are so minor that any- 
well-run institution should be 
able to resolve them fairly 
without resorting to federal 
judges." 


The chief justice also noted 


that legislation to provide 45 ad- 
ditional district judgeships is 
awaiting full Senate action and a 
bill to provide seven more 
federal appeals court judges 
passed the Senate and was sent 
to the House

Senators, Take Your Mark; The Speaker Wants a Fast Start 


By C. Dtvid Kotok 
The second leision of the 84th 


Legislature convenes Wednesday at 10 
a.m., and Speaker Jutes Buibach of Har- 
tington is counting on a fast start. 


There are plenty of bills for the 49 law- 


makers to start working on - and just 60 
legislative days to get the Job done. 


When the Unicameral adjourned last 


May, it left in suspended animation 169 
bills. One hundred of those have cleared 
committee hearings and have been ad- 
vanced to the floor. 


Run Gamut 
Many important matters await the first 


debate stage. They run the gamut from a 
new constitutional amendment granting 
the Legislature authority to set gambling 
prohibitions (LB464) to a state takeover of 
the $10 million in local funds for Medicaid 


(LB202). Burbach hopes to complete action 
on these bills in the first weeks of the ses- 
sion. 


There are some bills that might be 


passed into law opening day, including a 
provision for the State Welfare Oept. to 
recover the insurance benefits of a 
Medicaid recipient. Another possibility for 
Wednesday action is LB394, the no-fault in- 
surance measure. 


Also ready for quick legislative con- 


sideration are bills to limit small install- 
ment loans (LB477), create a new guest law 
for auto passengers and set up heavier 
penalties for cockiighting (LB574). 


It is certain that the 169 carry-over bills 


soon will be joined by new proposals. 
Drafters already have received 300 
requests. 


Limits Set 
Rules permit individual senators to spon-

sor or cosponsor 10 bills each. Standing 
committees have no limit on the number of 
bills they bring into the process, nor is 
there any limit on measures introduced at 
the request of the governor. 


Whatever the eventual tally of new or 


holdover bills, certain to draw intense 
observation and debate will be the budget 
bills presented by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee and, later, by Gov. J. J. Exon. 


Although budgets always have been 


crucial, the recent special session on state 
financial problems strengthens monetary 
concerns. 


Pressure Intense 
Pressure for additional state dollars is in- 


tense, with community mental retardation 
and mental health programs complaining 
they are being financially squeezed. Then 
there is the University of Nebraska, asking 
for a $23 million increase in state tax sup- 
port for an even $100 million total. 


Burbach cites the question of medical 


malpractice and a decision on whether to

Auxiliary President's Theme Is Spirit of '76 
Rural Letter Carriers Keep to Trail 
Ben Franklin Blazed 200 Years Ago

OntsUte Nebretka Bureau 
Staplehurst — In 1775, the Secofid Con- 


tinental Congress appointed Benjamin 
Franklin the first postmaster of a mail 
system providing toe predominantly rural 
13 colonies with, a communication network 
that proved crucial in the Revolutionary 
War. 


More than 200 years later, the spirit of 


those early mail carriers is alive and well, 
according to Sylvia Reinmiller of 
Staplehurst, president of the National 
Rural Letter Carriers Auxiliary. 


"Rural letter carriers are a special brand 


of people," Mrs. Reinmiller said. "No 
matter where you go, the carriers are all 
the same kind of good American." 


When she was elected auxiliary president 


last August in San Antonio, Tex., Mrs. 
Reinmiller told the 20,000 members from 
47 states that her theme would be Spirit of 
76. One of the goals of her presidency is to 
raise $30,000 to support the research of the 
Epilepsy Foundation and to educate the 
public on the nature of that affliction. 


Busy Traveler 
She has traveled in nearly every state 


beating the drum for the spirit of America 
and speaking on epilepsy. 


Although the auxiliary is now primarily 


service oriented, Mrs. Reinmiller said, it 
was instrumental in working for postal 
legislation before Congress charged the 
US. Postal Service with paying its own 
way in 1970. 


Rural carriers were taken by surprise 


when Congress voted to give up most of its 
control of the mails and they are worried 
about losing their identity, Otis Reinmiller 
said. 


"We want to keep our identity as a public 


servant — definitely," said Remnuller. 


who has had an 83-mile route in the 
Staplehurst area for 14 years. 


"It's still in its building stages, but how 


can you be a public service when you have 
to pay as you go? I think if they took a vote 
nationally of rural letter carriers, they 
would vote to have Congress take it back." 


The auxiliary is writing Congress to 


exempt rural carriers from the Fair Labor 
Standards Act. which Mrs Reinmiller says 
could affect the service offered rural peo- 
ple. 


Consequences Noted 
If the exemption isn't granted, Otis said, 


rural carriers will be put on hours instead 
of salary and routes and addresses will be 
changed periodically by computer to keep 
the routes of uniform size. 


"Rural people are uptight about the 


postage rate increases and threats to close 
down some third- and fourth-class post of- 
fices," Otis said. 


Even though there are fewer rural 


carriers than city carriers or clerks, Mrs. 
Reinmiller said the rural auxiliary is the 
largest of the three Postal Service 
organizations. 


Otis said there have been attempts to 


merge the separate earner groups, but 
rural carriers have resisted these, although 
they work together in some union contract 
negotiations. Rural carriers feel a sense of 
obligation to their community and to the 
nation. Mrs. Reinmiller said, and are proud 
of their rural image. 


Family Affair 


A rural earner convention is a family af- 


fair. The young people have their own 
junior organization, which was begun in 
Nebraska in 1938. The bars complain about 
business during their conventions, Mrs. 
RemmiUer said, but the shops are out of 
candy bars after a few 


Mrs. Reinmiller said a newspaper article 


that appeared after a national convention 
on the East Coast captured the spirit of her 
organization.

Wheat producers in the eight-state area 


served by Far-Mar-Co, a grain marketing 
cooperative, have six weeks to sign up for a 
new grain marketing system called 
Promark. 


Promark is a registered trademark of the 


cooperative, apparently deriving its name 
from "professional marketing." 


Paul Darby, a spokesman for the 


cooperative, said the Dec. 31 signup 
deadline has been extended to Feb. 14. 
"We believe the problem is getting the in- 
formation out to the farmers," he said. 
"That takes time. Producers want to 
talk about the program'to their wives, 
their bankers, their elevator managers and 
their neighbors." 


Darby said that as of the end of 1975 the 


cooperative had received in its Hutchinson, 
Kan., office 43.050 marketing agreements 
covering 324,672 acres of wheat, mostly 
from Kansas and Nebraska farmers. The 
minimum goal is two million acres. 


50 Millions Bushels 
Based on normal yields, this acreage 


should produce 50 million bushels of 
wheat, which Far-Mar-Co officials feel is 
the smallest amount they must have 
available to enter the world market with 
any real clout. 


"This is about 10% of the wheat in 


Colorado, Nebraska and Kansas, where we 
are really in business,'' Darby said. "It is 
about 25% of the volume of wheat that we 
handled last vear." 


Promark wheat would be sold to anyone 


who wants to buy wheat of a known quali- 
ty, but Darby expects 70% would be in the 
export trade and 30% in the domestic 
milling trade. 


"Far-Mar-Co can blend wheat from 


several areas into a specific blend of pro- 
tein with known bread-making quality if 
we have a large enough volume. With this 
ability, we feel we can meet the demand 
for any kind of wheat," he said. 


Big Pledges Wanted 
Under the program a wheat farmer can 


sign up as little as one acre, but cooperative 
officials hope farmers will be willing to 
commit a substantial portion of their crops. 


The farmer will receive $1 a bushel on 


delivery to the local cooperative. He then 
will receive at least one final payment at 
the end of November 1978 for his wheat in 
the Promark pool. He also will probably 
receive one or more payments during the 
marketing period as the wheat is sold. "He 
might receive his final payment much 
earlier than November," said Darby. "It 
just depends on how the program 
operates.'1 


The price for the wheat is «n unknown, 


but Far-Mar-Co officials see their 
professional experience in marketing 
wheat, coupled with the clout of a 50- 
million-bushel supply, as giving them an 
advantage over farmers with much smaller 
amounts in getting a better price on the 
average. 


Most of the 134 Nebraska cooperatives 


that have signed up for the program 
already have had one meeting with wheat 


Ford Farm Bureau Convention Talk 
May Promise Export Restriction Ban 


St Louis (UPI) — President Gerald Ford 


will court the farm vote Monday in an 
appearance before the annual convention 
of the American Farm Bureau Federation, 
a conservative-oriented group with a 
membership of 2.5 million families. 


Ford is expected to deliver a major 


speech which sources say will promise 
there will be no further export restrictions 
on farm produce such as the temporary 
Soviet grain embargo last fall. 


The President's schedule calls for him to 


spend three hours at the convention, an un- 
usually long time for presidential 
appearances of this sort. After his speech. 
Ford will attend a reception for state Farm 
Bureau leaders and lunch with the 
federation's leadership. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz is 


expected to accompany Ford. 


The St Louis visit will coincide with the 


opening of Ronald Reagan's presidential 
campaign in New Hampshire for that 
state's Feb. 24 presidential primary elec- 
tion. 
'No Connection 
Ron Nessen. White House press 


secretary, denied any connection between 
Ford's 'farm speech and the start of 
Reagan's campaign. Nessen said Ford 
would visit St. Louis "in his role as Presi- 
dent of the United States," not as a 
political candidate. 


More than 8.000 farmers and ranchers 


from 49 states and Puerto Rico are 
expected for the convention, which runs 
from Sunday through Thursday. 


Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., chairman of the 


House Ways and Means Committee, will 
address the convention Monday morning 
before Ford speaks. 


Export Losses 
Delegates will vote on several resolutions 


at sessions Wednesday and Thursday, in- 
cluding a statement expressing concern 
over possible loss of export markets. 


"Farmers can and will continue to supp- 


ly the Amencan consumer with the world's 
best and most economical food, but full 
agricultural production in the United 
States is largely dependent on both 
domestic sales and expanding sales of 


agricultural commodities," the proposed 
resolution says. 


"All forms of government controls on 


agricultural 
exports, 
including 


moratoriums, embargoes, prior approval 
requirements 
and 
government-to- 


government agreements result in loss of in- 
come to farmers and subsequent increases 
in food costs to consumers." 


Strikes, Boycotts 
The delegates also will consider a resolu- 


tion that urges Congress to prohibit 
transportation strikes, including dock 
workers' boycotts such as the one that held 
up shipment of Amencan grain to Russia. 


Other resolutions call for constitutional 


amendments to require that the federal 
budget be balanced and federal taxes be 
limited to a "realistic percentage" of the 
gross national produce. 


Cattle industry leaders will try to per- 


suade the convention to support a proposed 
farmer-financed beef promotion program. 
Opposition from the organization helped 
shelve the program in the last session of 
Congress.

Far-Mar-Co has signed up 376 local 


member elevators, which is expected to in- 
clude most of the 600 member elevators 
that market large amounts of wheat. 


If the venture into bulk marketing is 


successful, other grains will be included in 
future years. Darby said wheat is easier to 
handle and noted that most of it is sold out- 
side the area where it is grown. 


"We have a good local market for feed 


grains at local feedlots and feedmills," he 
said. "Wheat must leave the area where it 
is grown. It doesn't normally require much 
drying or conditioning which makes the 
whole operation simple." 


Fanners who commit a specific number 


of acres to the program must deliver the 
wheat grown on those acres or pay a penal- 
ty of $100 an acre. 


Three Options 


If the farmer has no crop on the 


specific areas offered, he has three options 
He can deliver up to the five-year county 
average yield for the committed acres from 
stored wheat or from wheat grown on 
other acreage not in the program, or he can 
drop out of the program entirely. 


"If it is clear that his land won't produce 


a crop, he can have the local elevator 
manager come out and look at it. He can 
then, assuming the manager agrees with 
his evaluation of the crop, tear up the field 
and plant milo," Darby said. 


There is no requirement that the farmer 


buy grain to fill the marketing agreement. 
If he has no crop, he doesn't have any 
further obligation to deliver grain such as 
he would nave under a futures contract. 


"We are confident that once the farmers 


understand how the program works, we 
will get the needed two million acres," 
Darby said. 


He declined to predict what the 


cooperative would do if the effort fails this 
year. "It is just too early to guess what 
might happen," he said. "I don't know if 
we would try to do it again or not."

Feds Hunting Incompetence 


Federal highway officials are taking a hard look at the way 


state highway departments, including Nebraska's, are operating 
their road construction divisions. 


The feds are more than a little doubtful of the ability and 


competence of many state employes charged with road building. 


What Federal Highway Administration (FHwA) officials are 


doing is closely checking state staffing and road-building efforts 
and bluntly making suggestions for changes. 


Just such a session was held recently by FHwA and 


Nebraska Roads Dept. officials. State officials already had 
started making changes in anticipation of the fed move. 


Federal concern came to a head recently during the annual 


meeting of the American Association of State Highway and 
Transportation Officials in St. Louis. 


Deterioration Noticed 
No one suggested that state road building efforts are an 


actual disaster or that incompetence is posing an unusual threat 
to the motoring public. Rather, it was the consensus there has 
been a gradual but noticeable deterioration in the competence, 
ability and training of persons in charge of construction. 


Federal officials agree the problem lies in the fact that 


preconstruction work resulting from increased concern over en- 
vironmental and social goals has become a principal factor in 
road building. 


As preconstruction work became dominent in importance, 


the more competent and better-trained employes at the federal 
and state level were gradually shifted over to handle these 
problems. 


For example, an official pointed out, the State Roads Dept. 


employs very few graduate engineers who aren't stationed in 
Lincoln. 


Economics Also a Factor 
Another factor, federal officials point out, is economics. 


The actual dollars available for road building today are about 
the same as the total eight years ago. But 1976 dollars buy about 
half as much as 1968 dollars. 


As the result of decreased productivity in terms of roads 


built, supervisors of road building aren't enthusiastic about 
maintaining a steady work force and paying high salaries to 
experts. 


Yet because of increased preconstruction work and the ever 


growing mountain of regulations and programs spewing from 
Washington, the workload and need for experts at the state level 
hasn't decreased. 


Federal officials wonder whether the latter fact has been 


grasped by many officials and leaders at the state level. 


How Could They Forget Nobby? 


Many a politician has learned the wisdom of the old saying 


"How soon they forget." 


It might also apply to a recent article in the Exon ad- 


ministration's highway safety newsletter, unless someone 
choses to apply a different motive.

However, the picture accompanying the article shows Mrs. 


Rodriguez accepting the medal from an old Exon political foe, 
former Nebraska Gov. Norbert Tiemann, now head of the 
Federal Highway Administration.

Sewing Viet Family From Saigon 
Sown

Fairbury — As the old saw goes, "a 


stitch in time saves nine." If Tich Hoang 
could speak English, he'd change that to: 
"Enough stitching will feed 14." 


Seven members of his Vietnamese 


refugee family are employed at the 
Kellwood Co. here .(eight if you count a 
native Fairburian who married into the 
family and became their American spon- 
sor). After six successful months on the 
job, it's plan they relocated in the right city 
and the right plant. 


The fact that Hoang, 50, trained his four 


daughters in tailoring fits into the situation 
like a hand-sewn glove. It was just a matter 
of closing his own Saigon shop, flying his 
family halfway around the world and — so 
very luckily — getting in with Kellwood. 


Looking Ahead 
"Don't think I wasn't looking ahead 


when I brought them to Fairbury," said 
Jim Siegel, a Saigon contracting super- 
visor when he married Hoang's daughter, 
Nga. "It's not every town where eight of us 
could find work, especially with the same 
company." 


Siegel, a husky former Fairbury High 


School footballer, is on Kellwood's 
maintenance staff. Hoang and his four 
daughters — Nga, Do, Du and Thanh — 
operate sewing machines, as does a family

cousin, Tarn Dao. Another cousin who 
came over with them, Loc Nyugen, works 
in the cutting room. 


According to personnel manager Mike 


Leibert, the only problems have been those 
of language, and they have eased con- 
siderably. All the family members speak 
some English except the father, and Tarn is 
fluent enough to serve as interpreter when 
necessary. 


Doubly Pleased 
"We accepted the family largely on Jim's 


recommendation and were doubly pleased 
that we could help them out and they could 
ease our labor shortage," said Leibert. 


Kellwood Plant 


"We've been very happy with them and 
they get along fine with other employes. In 
a plant of 300, they're among the most 
dependable people we have." 


The three-year-old plant, which makes 


men's outerwear for Sears, employs one 
member of another relocated Vietnamese 
family, Mrs. Due Dang. 


Tich bought a large older home that ac- 


commodates all the refugees except Tarn 
and her 14-year-old brother Tuan, who live 
in nearby Western. The latter and three 
young Hoangs attend St. Michael's Catholic 
School at Fairbury. 


All Small 


Jim, tiny wife Nga and their 19-month- 


old son Mark also share the house. All the 
family members are small, with Mrs. 
Hoang (Them) standing only a few inches 
over four feet. 


"People hi town have been real good to 


us, and St. Michael's especially has gone all 
out," said Siegel. "We've been given fur- 
niture and clothing and help with doctor 
and dentist bills. Individual attention at 
school has enabled the little ones to pick up 
English real fast." 


Compared with thousands of other 


refugees who are having trouble finding 
jobs, the newcomers count themselves 
lucky. Budget problems would be minimal 
had the family not left Saigon with virtually 
no possessions.

"Oh, no." he said. "It started 


two years ago when 1 was com- 
ing up with some TV commer- 
cials for the Mete Baking Co. of 
Sioux City. Iowa The concept I 
came up with was for a truck 
driver and a waitress to be in the 
commercial It was a singing 
commercial and I couldn't find 
anyone to do the truck driver's 
voice, so I did it myself And the 
name of the truck driver in the 
ad was C W McCall." 


Fnes said the commercial was 


so popular that he made a longer 
version of it at an Omaha recor- 
ding studio and it became a local 
hrt On the strength of that, he 
signed a contract with MGM 
records and last summer — 
because be has » CB adio • tas 
family jeep and bad become 
fascinated by the truck driver 
jargon - he wrote and recorded 
"Convoy," using his C. W.. 


McCall persona and featuring 
backup musicians from Omaha 
and a few studio instrumen- 
talists imported from Chicago. 


I told Fries that in talking with 


him on the telephone it was dif- 
ficult for me to believe he was 
the same man who has been 
assaulting the ears of the nation 
in the guise of C. W. McCall. 


It's Him, All Right 
Fries giggled once more. "Oh, 


it's me, all right," he said, full of 
giddy lightness and pep. He 
cleared his throat, paused for a 
second, and the next thing I 
heard was the awesomely 
familiar voice of C. W. McCall, 
deeper than the Pacific Ocean 
and as menacing as a stolen' 
revolver: 


"It was the dark of the moon, 


on the sixth of June, in a 
Kenworth pullin' logs: Cab-over- 
pete with a reefer on, and a Jim- 
my haulm' hogs; Wewasheadm' 
for bear on Eye-One-Oh 'bout a 
mile out of Shaky Town: I says, 
'Pigpen, this here's Rubber 
Duck, and I'm about to put the 
hammer down.'" 


Fries shifted back to his nor- 


mal voice. "See?" he said. 


I asked him when he was going 


to return to the ad agency full- 
time He said he wasn't. *He is 
forming a band and is going to go 
on tour 


Fnes said that before "Con- 


voy" he used to call himself 
Gray Wolf on his own CB radio 
but now has switched to Rubber 
Duck, the CB name used by C. 
W McCall on the record. 


'And when I identify myself 


as 'the Rubber Duck,' I always 
follow up by saying, 'The 
ongittl Rubber Duck'," Fnes 
said 


I asked Fnes how las children 


have reacted to the enormous 
success of the record and to the 
news that then-father is about u> 
go on the road as a tearing pop 
star.

Lahners, 42, who was with the county at- 


torney s office for 13 years before he was 
elected county attorney last year, blames 
part of his problems on the press. 


Coupled with this is his assessment that 


1975 was a year in which the county at- 
torney's office was involved in an extraor- 


dinary number of controversial 
headline-making events. 


Accuracy Questioned 
His criticism of the press is directed 


against Lincoln's newspapers, not radio 
and television coverage. He contends the 
press, through inadvertence or otherwise, 
does not accurately report events and 
"from time to time, makes issues which 
may not be a press function." 


He said he believes the press distrusts 


public officials and "tries to pick apart 
everything elected officials do." Very few 
of the things the elected officials do well 
receive news attention, he said. 


Instead, he said, the press zeroes in on 


controversial or spicy events, or what 
newsmen perceive as issues. 


Coverage "Unfair" 
This pattern of news coverage, he said, is 


unfair to political figures and cuts even 
deeper into those elected officials who

The sea wasp, the most deadly 


jellyfish in the world, kills an 
average of two Australians a 
year. The victims usually die a 
few minutes after being stung.

Lahners' relationship with the local press, 
a net result of his 12 months in office is that 
he has spawned a mood of ill-feeling from 
some segments of the community, in- 
cluding political officeholders and 
members of the black community. 


Lewis Shooting 
His handling of the Sherdell Lewis inci- 


dent, in which a black man was killed by a 
deputy sheriff last September, was the 
biggest issue which plunged Lahners into a 
vortex of criticism, which has subsided but 
not ceased. 


Omaha Sen. Ernest Chambers emerged 


as Lahners' most vocal critic, accusing him, 
among other things, of withholding vital in- 
formation on the Lewis incident from the 
public. 


Lahners initially chose to release a pauci- 


ty of information on the shooting, a deci- 
sion which apparently agitated many in the 
community. 


He apparently thought he could defuse 


the incident by asking the U.S. Justice 
Dept. to investigate it and determine, in 
effect, if the shooting was justified. 


A Mistake 
That decision, Lahners admits, was a 


mistake, and the federal government to 
this date has not announced the results of 
the FBI investigation or whether any 
criminal charges will be filed in the matter. 


Lahners said he's learned how slow 


moving the federal government can be and 
that apparently the FBI investigation did 


not turn up any major evidence which was 
overlooked or missed in the local in- 
vestigations into the shooting. 


Another fatal shooting which Lahners 


said in hindsight he would have handled 
differently was the Elijah Childers inci- 
dent. Police officers shot the black man 
last January after he attacked them with a 
knife at his apartment. 


Lahners called a coroner's jury to in- 


vestigate that incident and that jury 
cleared the two officers involved in the 
shooting. 


The county attorney said if he had it to 


do over again, he would not call a coroner's / 
jury, contending that investigative tool is 
outmoded. 


Colin Bond 
Another matter in which Lahners said he 


would have made a different decision in- 
volves a performance bond County Com- 
missioner Bob Colin failed to post last 
January before he was sworn in for a new 
term of office. 


Since the bond was not filed as required 


by state law, Colin's seat on the county 
board was declared vacant although he was 
later reappointed by a special committee. 


Colin assumed the bond has been lost in 


the mail but the document was discovered 
in the county clerk's office a few days after 
he was reinstated in office. 


Lahners advised the clerk's office to 


destroy the bond but no one told Colin his 
bond had been found until word of its dis- 
covery leaked out last month. 


Hindsight 
Lahners said he thought at the time "that 


not raising the issue again was in the best 
interest of county government," but in 
hindsight realizes he should have advised 
Colin that his missing bond had been 
located. 


Colin was miffed after he found out 


Lahners had suggested destroying the bond 


and then kept the matter quiet. 


This, coupled with the county attorney s 


filing of a misdemeanor criminal charge 
against the commissioner for falsifying a 
sales tax report certainly hasn't made those 
two county officials the best of friends. 


Colin pleaded guilty to the charge and 


was placed on probation. 


Meyer Case 
County Assessor Fritz Meyer also was 


charged in the false sales tax case but was 
found innocent in county court. The case 
involved a used car Colin sold to someone 
but later listed as a trade-in in the purchase 
of a new car. 


Meyer, a rather outspoken person, said 


he's not impressed with the way Lahners is 
running his office and yearns for the good 
old days when Nebraska Atty. Gen. Paul 
Douglas was county attorney. 


Douglas played the role of godfather for 


some of the county's elected officials who 
would go to him for advice. 


Meyer said Lahners just doesn't measure 


up to Douglas. 


New Programs 
Although Lahners has his critics, he has 


initiated some new programs while in of- 
fice and plans others. 


For example, his four-month-old pretrial 


diversion program is offering an alternative 
to the criminal justice system. He said that 
program appears to be working well and 
about 80 persons are participating in it. 


His office also has taken a more active 


role in child support cases and he wants to 
set up a consumer protection section so his 
office can become involved in con- 
sumerism. 


Lahners said he believes his ultimate 


duty is preventive law enforcement. 


By the time his term of office is over, 


Lahners said he hopes to have a greater 
overall view of problems instead of having 
to react to them. 


2 .Posing as Fed Agents Rip Off CDs in Oklahoma 


Muskogee, Okla. (AP) — Two 


men have been posing as federal 
agents in attempts to confiscate 
Citizens Band (CB) radios from 
unsuspecting motorists illegally, 
it was reported Saturday. 


One CB operator from 


Wagoner said he was stopped 
Friday morning by two men who 
said they were license' inspectors 
for the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC). 


The operator, who asked not 


to be identified, said at least two 
cars with CB radios had been 
stopped in front of him. He said 
a man in civilian clothes asked to 
see the labels on his radio listing 
the call letters and the person or 


company to whom the radio was 
licensed. 


The CB operator said a second 


man was sitting in a light- 
colored van bearing a federal 
government license tag 
alongside the road as the other 
man questioned him. 


U.S. Marshal Larry Beard of 


Muskogee said the men might 
have been employing "a clever 
ripoff" of CB operators who are 
not licensed. 


It is a federal offense to broad- 


cast over a CB radio without 
possessing a license, but recent 
queries by The Associated Press 
drew the information that the 
offense is rarely prosecuted by 


U.S. Attorneys. 


The FCC does not have 


jurisidiction over unlicensed 
readios but regulates only those 
persons who are licensed. 


The Wagoner operator said he 


didn't see any radios confiscated 
but was convinced the men were 
not from the FCC. The Dallas 
field office of the federal agency 
reported none of its units was in 
the Muskogee area. 


FCC technicians who hunt 


down CB violations are stationed 
at Grand Island, Neb., and 
regulary work in 11 states. An 
attempt to reach the head of the 
FCC facility at Grand Island was 
unsuccessful. 


District attorneys in Wagoner 


and Muskogee counties and of- 
ficials of Oklahoma Highway 
Patrol said no one had reported 
any CB radios stolen in such a 
manner.

George P. Marvin, co-publishers 
of the 97-year-old family opera- 
tion, said they agreed several 
years ago the disposing of the 
paper "was not a matter of if, 
but when." The sale to Stauffer 
Publications, Inc. also complied 
with an informal family pact 
against silent ownership 


"As long ago as 1952, when we 


became partners with our dad, 
we agreed that the people who 
own a newspaper should also be 
the ones running it," agreed the 
brothers. "Then several months 
ago we decided this is the time 
to sell, while we're still of good 
health, sound mind and in con- 
trol of the situation.'' 


3rd State Paper 
Their only approach was to 


Stauffer, they said, since "we 
both knew of one another's in- 
terest." The acquisition gave the 
Topeka-based chain its third 
Nebraska paper, others being 
The Grand Island Independent 
and The York News-Times. 


The firm also owns 14 other 


daily newspapers, five radio 
stations and one television sta- 
tion in eight other midwestern 
states 


The Sun's change in 


ownership, incidentally, whittles 
to five the number of outstate 
Nebraska dailies remaining un- 
der local ownership. They are at 
Norfolk, Holdrege, Falls City, 
Kearney and McCook. Ten other 
dailies are under outside 
ownership 


Taking over as publisher of 


The Sun will be Kent R. Thomas 
who has been editor and 
publisher of The York News- 
Times. The 44-year-old Salina, 
Kan., native has been with that 
publication for nine years. 


Early Retirement 
Both Marvins have been active 


in The Sun's management, Bob 
as editor and Goerge as adver- 
tising manager. Ages 62 and 58 
respectively, they acknowledged 
their early retirements cut short 
any thought of job longevity near 
that of their late father. 


E. M. Marvin, who died in 


1969 at age 85. never did admit to 
quitting 
despite 
being 


hospitalized his last two years. 
His father. G P Marvin, had 
founded The Sun's predecessor, 
the weekly Gage County 
Democrat, in 1879. The name 
was changed when the paper 
went dairy in 1902

Setbacks in Packer Bonding 


Washington - The congressional farm committees never 


quite got their acts all together during 1975 on packer bonding 
legislation. 
' 


It was not that members of the Senate and House 


agriculture panels didn't know what they wanted. Their expec- 
tations were as clear last January as they are now. That's when 
the Omaha-based American Beef Packers filed for bankruptcy, 
sending tremors through the meat industry. 


The legislative goal was to protect livestock producers 


against the economic consequences of such bankruptcies in the 
future. That meant modernizing the 1921 Packers and 
Stockyards Act into the realities of the 1970s by bringing the 
packers, a key link in the meat marketing chain, under the bon- 
ding umbrella. 


As is their wont, the committees never lacked for effort. 


They held numerous hearings, here in Washington and out in the 
hinterlands, drawing witnesses from every segment of the meat 
industry. 


Act Fouled Up 
The only problem was that everytime the committees 


appeared to be on the verge of bringing out a bill, something 
always seemed to foul up the act. 


First, the Ford Administration withdrew its support of 


changes in ,the basic law. The recommendations of the farm- 
oriented professionals in the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
were substituted for the negative judgments of the non-farmers 
in the Office of Management and Budget and the Department of 
Justice. 


A second setback was caused by packers, large and small, 


who feared the legislation being fashioned would force many of 
them out of business. Then, a push-and-pull struggle developed 
within the committees, postponing action on several occasions. 


The House farm panel remains at a standstill. But, just 


before Christmas, a Senate agriculture subcommittee agreed, 
reluctantly, to the version likely to find its way to the floor of the 
Senate late this month or early in February. 


That, of course, is premised on the full committee approval 


of draft language and various definition changes slated to be 
made by the professional staff during the adjournment period. 
Furthermore, bucking of the bill to the full committee — 
seemingly done to get rid of it—is contingent on its being wide 
open to further amendments. 


Divided Committee 
And therein lies the potential for killing the legislation this 


session. The most controversial amendment will be a proposal 
by Nebraska Senator Carl Curtis to attach a lien provision, 
similar to a mechanic's lien, as an added protection to the 
livestock producer. It's certain to divide the full committee. 


As the bill now stands, every meat packer will be required 


to put up a bond to protect the farmer-producer selling to the 
packer. The co-authors, Republican Curtis and Iowa Democrat 
Dick Clark, felt the measure best assures prompt payment to 
sellers of livestock as well as protecting them from loss. 


The Administration earlier had threatened a veto. But Cur- 


tis, a member of the Senate GOP leadership in weekly contact 
with the President, now believes that fate will escape the ver- 
sion which will pass the Congress. 


Both he and Clark feel a bonding provision is necessary and 


that federal law is preferable to a multiplicity of state laws. 


Other provisions of the Clark-Curtis bill: 
It will be unlawful for any packer while insolvent to 


purchase animals without paying cash at the time of purchase. 
The Secretary of Agriculture can require packers to pay 
livestock producers by certified check or through a custodial ac- 
count. 


The priority of accounts payable for livestock owned by 


producers will be upgraded in the event of bankruptcy on the 
part of packers, market agencies or dealers. Packers can be 
suspended if found to be insolvent or in violation of the act. 


Packers can have their registration revoked if violations are 


flagrant or repeated. Packers whose registration has been 
suspended for 90 days or less will be prohibited from permitting 
other persons to operate such business.

apart as their geographical 
bases. Holt declares that after 
the business slump becomes ap- 
parent to investors. "The Dow 
will fall to a low of 800 or so by 
vearend "

'Steady Upswing' 
Today, they see inflation 


moderating and investor op- 
timism gradually increasing. "A 
nice steady upswing" is 
Ehrlich's prediction for 
business. He sees corporate 
profits rising 25 to 30% this year. 
Moreover, his estimate calls for 
a further gain of 10 to 15% in 
1977 earnings over this year's 
results. 


The Scheinman scenario 


remains unclear for 1977. But 
stock groups that he expects to 
perform well during the next 
three to six months range from 
automobiles, textile products 
and electric utilities to retailers, 
containers and papers. 


The critical point of difference 


between the bears and the bulls 
as 1978 begins is not the rate of 
inflation - Wall Street's 
familiar stalking ogre — but 
rather the pace of economic ac- 
tivity. 


It is Holt's belief that the 


sharp upward thrust of business 
in the 1975 third quarter 
stemmed from the fiscal 
stimulus of last summer's tax 
rebates and Social Security pay- 
ment increases. 


"Business will be bad," he 


declares. "In 1975, the stock 
market discounted a sustained 
recovery and in 1976 investors 
will realize that the business con- 
traction has resumed. I see cor- 
porate earnings down anywhere 
from 15 to 20% this year."

Chicago - It looked just like 


another tired Plymouth four- 
door sedan, basically no 
different from thousands of 
other cars. 


Only this car cost $110,000 - 


more than the most expensive 
Rolls Royce. 


And if you were inside the 


auto and closed your eyes, you'd 
almost think that you were sit- 
ting in an airplane on a runway, 
waiting to soar into the clouds. 


The Plymouth with me behind 


the wheel on Lake Shore Dr., 
briefly attracted the attention of 
a policeman in a squad car, 
perhaps because the auto's 
Michigan license plates said 
"manufacturer plate." 


"I remember the early ones 


that you put into the hands of 
the public for awhile in the 
1960s." I said to Howard 
Collister, a Chrysler Corp. 
research mechanic who was sit- 
ting alongside me. 


"Don't remember much about 


them," Collister said. "You 
know, those autos almost had 
aircraft-type engines." 


"You've solved problems," I 


said, after punching the gas 
pedal. "There isn't much lag 
now when you accelerate." 


Collister nodded. "This is the 


sixth-generation engine," he 
said. "We've got a good number 
of standard items under the 
hood, like the Chrysler ignition 
system." 


"Much improved, this 


engine," said Robert Schulz, an 
engineer with the Energy 
Research and Development Ad- 
ministration. He was sitting in 
the back seat of the 150- 
horsepower auto. 


I glanced around the interior 


of the car. "Got everything," I 
said. 


"All the comforts of home," 


Collister said. "From air con- 
ditioning to AM-FM radio to 
tinted glass and a rear-window 
defroster. 


I took my foot off the gas. The 


engine abruptly began to slow 
down the vehicle. 


Automatic Braking 
"I expected that," I said. 
"Normal with mis engine," 


Collister said, yawning. "Built-in 
braking system." 


"Is what's under the hood one 


of the answers?" I asked. 


"It's lighter than the conven- 


tinal engine, is more durable and 
it can operate on a wide variety 
of mixture of fuels," Collister 
said. "It might be an answer to 
the petroleum shortage of the 
future. But don't expect to see 
one in your car tomorrow." 


"What's your involvement?" I 


asked Schulz. 
"Chrysler," be said, "is joined 


in a contractual partnership with 
the ERDA in a multimillion- 
dollar scientific and engineering 
effort to develop what's under 
this car's hood for daily 
passenger-car use." 


I pointed the auto back 


towards the downtown Chicago 
area. 


Collister suddenly glanced ner- 


vously at a car that was passing 
us much too closely. The oc- 
cupants of the other car stared 
curiously at it. 


Once at our destination, I said, 


"Let's look under the hood." We 
got out of the car, lifted the hood 
and peered at the gas turbine 
engine. 


"We're already working on a 


seventh-generation turbine 
engine," Collister said. "This 
engine is serving as a baseline to 
verify 
component 
im- 


provements." Chrysler, ERDA, 
NASA and other government 
contractors are developing and 
evaluating improved com- 
ponents. Chrysler will upgrade 
the baseline engine by incor- 
porating improved components 
and technology into a new 
engine. It also will build, test 
and install upgraded engines in 
vehicles for final assessment and 
demonstration. 


"Wait!" Collister said. "I want 


to show you how easy it is to 
start the turbine.'' He climbed 
in, along with Schulz, and had 
the engine purring within 
seconds. 


As the car pulled away, I 


noticed a small NASA decal 
stuck on one of its doors. And I 
remembered all the Buck 
Rogers comic strips that I'd read 
when I was a kid.

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Market Up, But Not Blue Chips

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


stock market scored a broad- 
based gain in the New Year's 
week bat the only thing it 
showed was bargain hunters' 
broad interest in low priced 
stocks. 


Blue chips generally were ig- 


nored after a budding yearend 
rally ran out of steam Monday 
amid tax-loss selling, profit 
taking and uncertainty about the 
economy. 


As a result, the Dow Jones in- 


dustrial average lost l.io 
points to 858.71 for the four 
sessions. The widely followed 
blue chip indicator, however, 
registered a 236.17-point, or 
38.32 per cent, gain in 1975, its 
best performance in 21 years. 


On a broader scale, Standard 


& Poor's 500-stock index gained 
0.75 to 90.90 and the NYSE com- 
mon stock index 0.44 to 48.04 for 
the week. Last year, the S & P 
index gained 21.63 points, or 31.5 
per cent, its best showing since 
1958. 


Further demonstrating the 


breadth of the advance, 1,332 
issues advanced, while only 459 
declined among the 2,032 which 
were traded. 


Volume during the four-day, 


holiday-shortened week totaled 
60,377,640, shares, 
compared 


with 54,253,420 during Christ- 
mas week and 69,555,700 during 
the same week a year ago. 


While the advance this week 


was as broad based as that of the 
same week a year ago, there was 
a major difference. In the vrek 
ended Jan. 3, 1975, the Dow 
soared 32.38 points, Standard & 
Poor's index 3.57 and the NYSE 
index 1.99. 


There were other differences, 


also. Prices were at rock 
bottom levels then because the 
Dow had plunged 234.62 points, 
or 27.57 per cent, in 1974, its 
worst setback in 37 years. That's 
not the picture this year. 


"We won't be able to tell 


much of anything about the 
market until next week," New- 
ton Zinder, vice president of 
E.F. Hutton & Co., said Friday. 


Generally, investors ignored 


the limited news available this 
week. Perhaps the most impor-

Tuesday its November index of

Gross National Product 


Most observers 
expect a 


gradual pickup in early 1978. 
There is a tremendous diver- 
gence of opinion over the 
effectiveness of a moderate 
pickup, however. One school 
says a gradual rise will lay the 
groundwork for a strong 
economy later. Others fear 
slowness will produce churning, 
which will in turn produce 
another recession. 


Other Commerce Department 


reports showed retail sales rose 
2.2 per cent last week on top of a 
0.4 per cent advance the week 
before. Several retailers have 


said Christmas sales were the 
best in a number of yean. 


On the gloomier side, Novem- 


ber factory orders fell 0.5 per 
cent from the previous month. 
The F.W. Dodge division of 
McGraw-Hill reported Novem- 
ber building awards dropped 6 
per cent from a year ago, the 
third consecutive monthly de- 
cline. The Commerce Depart- 
ment, meanwhile, reported a 3 
per cent rise in November's con- 
struction spending. 


President Ford, in a yearend 


interview, again called for a $28 
billion tax cut, accompanied by a 
$395 billion federal spending 


ceiling. Congress fought him on 
spending ceilings issue while 
passing an extension of last 
year's tax cuts. 


The possibility that inflation 


may recur in the new year 
remains a major Wall Street con- 
cern. But those fears have been 
allayed somewhat lately by other 
news from Washington.

Maybe it isn't the complete

Not only that, but also in the 


process of accumulating wealth 
employes may well make it 
possible for companies to sur- 
vive, expand and grow. And if 
that happens, these same little 
capitalists may wind up on 
champagne and caviar. 


Only the tax collector loses. 


Even there, the father of the 
whole idea, Louis Kelso, argues 
that federal and state treasuries 
will ultimately benefit, even if 
they lose some revenue initially. 
Once ESOTS are well es- 
tablished, Kelso says, more peo- 
ple will have more money and 
the total tax take will be greater. 


Kelso, a San Francisco lawyer, 


has been promoting the employe 
stock trust idea for two decades. 
He didn't exactly set the world 
on fire, but he did start attrac- 
ting some real attention when he 
wrote "The 
Capitalist 


Manifesto" with social 
philosopher Mortimer Adier in 
1967. 


Powerful Ally 
Then in 1974 he picked up a 


powerful ally, Sen. Russell Long 
(D-La.), chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee. That 
alliance resulted in legislation 
that made it much easier and 
more attractive to establish an 
employe trust. 


Since then, trusts have been 


blossoming and a number of 
counseling firms have sprung up 
to guide interested companies 
through the intricacies of setting 
up ESOTs. 


Harvey T. Lyon, former presi- 


dent of Odyssey Inc., a motor 
home and travel trailer com- 
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pany, has been enamored of 
employe trusts since he read 
Kelso's book nearly 10 years ago. 


Lyon is a believer in the 


economic, political and social 
goals underpinning the employe 
trust idea. As a vehicle for 
providing employes with a stake 
in the means of producing 
wealth and a share in the results, 
Lyon says, employe trusts could 
have "almost revolutionary im- 
plications" for society. 


But as a consultant, Lyon is 


most interested in what the 
trusts can do for the company 
willing to give the plan a try. 


Under the 1974 tax act, a com- 


pany may annually contribute to 
the employe trust up to 15% of 
its payroll from pretax earnings. 
In that the contribution is from 
pretax earnings, federal and 
state income taxes are reduced 
sharply. 


Pretax Dollars 
With the company contribu- 


tion then invested in the com- 
pany's stock, employes share in 
the trust according to a formula 
based on each employe's wages 
or salary. Normally on retire- 
ment, the employe can take his 
share in stock or cash. 


A second step allows the trust 


to borrow money and invest that 
in company stock. The loan is 
paid off with the company's con- 
tribution. Again, pretax dollars 
are being used: 


"Everybody knows we're 


facing a capital shortage, a shor- 
tage of the money needed to 
keep businesses going and create 
jobs," Lyon says, "and this is an 
excellent way to help solve that 
problem." 


The employe trust, Lyon adds, 


is the only form of deferred com- 
pensation — pension funds, 
profit-sharing funds — where 
the money is plowed back into 
the business. 


Lyon recognizes that the 


employe could end up 20 years 
later with nothing — if the com- 
pany goes to pieces, while profit- 
sharing and pension funds have 
the protection of diversified in- 
vestments, and he hopes ESOTs 
won't be used by risky and 
marginal companies. 


But, over-all. Lyon thinks the 


benefits of an ESOT — employe 
self-interest and cash flow — are 
the best guarantees that this new 
capitalism will work. 


Cost of Wiring 
Home Is up 
$100 


The cost of wiring an average 


new home has been increased 
about $100 by Lincoln building 
code changes, according to 
Chuck Brazie, executive director 
of the Home Builders Associa- 
tion of Lincoln.

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USDA's Key Crop Reports 
Are Continually Being Revised 


Washington <AP) - One of the 


most important government 
farm reports of the winter will 
be issued on Jan 21 when the 
Agriculture 
Department 


publishes figures showing how 
many acres of key crops farmers 
intend to plant for harvest this 
year 


Except for winter wheat 


which was sown last fall for the 
1976 harvest, planting of impor- 
tant crops such as corn, soybeans 
and cotton is still months away 
The USDA report, based on sur- 
veys the first of the year, will be 
the first sobd indication of how 
man> acreage will be devoted to 
1976 crop production. 


M L Koehn, secretary of the 


Crop Reporting Board in 
USDA's Statistical Reporting 
Service, said the January report 
will include planting figures for 
all states where the crops are 
grown instead of the top 35 as in 
the past. 


New Report 
The January 
"prospective 


plantings" report was in- 
augurated a few years ago by 
USDA to help give an earlier 
idea of potential crop produc- 
tion. Historically, the report was 
based on March 1 surveys and 
was retained as sort of a "final" 
estimate on crop plantings. 


Koehn said the final plantings 


report will be issued a month 
later this year, based on April 1 
surveys. 


The later sampling will 


provide farmers, industry and 
government planners with more 
reliable information because it 
will be based closer to actual 
planting times for such crops as 
corn and soybeans, Koehn said. 


Another important report will 


be issued Jan 15 — an "annual 
summary" of crop production in 
1975. The report will include 
revised estimates of 1975 corn 
and soybean production, the first 
for those crops since last Nov. 
10 


The corn crop was estimated 


in November at a record of 5.8 
billion bushels, up 25% from 
1974, and soybeans at a near- 
record 1.52 billion bushels, up 
23^ The new report will also in- 
clude estimates of 1975 crop 
values. 


Firmer Fix 
One reason for USDA con- 


Unuing to revise production 
figures for previous crops — par- 
ticularly 1975 output — is to 
provide a firmer fix on the grain 
supply in the 1975-76 season. 
This has a blessing and the ac- 
tual amounts for domestic and 
export needs 


The total supply — and prices 


— will have a bearing on 
decisions farmers make in plan- 
ning their 1976 acreages. Again, 
as in the past several years, 
farmers are free of government 
acreage restrictions on wheat, 
cotton and feed grains. 


Although USDA usually 


"projects" potential crop 
production on the basis of in- 
tended acreages after experts 
have time to study the latest 
figures, actual field surveys and 
hard estimates on 1976 yields 
and total production are months 
away. 


The exception is winter wheat. 


Officials estimated 1976 produc- 
tion in December at 1.5 billion 
bushels, down 9% from the 
record 1975 harvest. They 
emphasized, however, that the 
figure was subject to revision in 
the spring when the crop begins 
its final growth. 


Synthesis of Info 
A new winter wheat estimate 


will be announced May 10 and 
approximately on that date each 
month through the growing 
season. One of the big reports of 
the year will be July 12, in- 
cluding USDA's first estimates 
based on field surveys for corn, 
spring wheat, oats and barley, 
along with many other crops. 


On Aug 12, the total crop pic- 


ture in 1976 will emerge with es- 
timates for soybeans, gram 
sorghum and cotton, plus 
revised figures for wheat and 
other crops reported earlier. 


Thus, from USDA's viewpoint, 


1976 crop estimates involve a 
gradual synthesis of information 


based on surveys and expert 
analysis over many months, 
beginning with the winter wheat 
report Dec. 22. 


Regardless of the expectable 


spate of projections, educated 
guesses and crystal-ball 
ruminations over the next few 
months, no one can say with any 
certainty what 1976 crop produc- 
tion will be. The most important 
thing to remember is that most 
of this year's crop production 
still won't be planted until 
spring 


Ancient Crabs 
Aid Researcher 


San Antonio, Tex. (UPI) - 


The horseshoe crab's blue blood 
is helping diagnose spinal men- 
ningitis. 


The crab's blood is being used 


in tests using spinal fluid from a 
patient suspected of having the 
disease, according to James 
Jorgensen, a researcher at the 
University of Texas Health 
Science Center. 


If the mixture of the crab 


blood and spinal fluid 
coagulates, meningitis bacteria 
are present. 


Horseshoe crabs are 


prehistoric creatures of the 
spider group, dating back about 
200 million years. 


Jorgensen says the crabs have 


a primitive immunologic system 
which produces blood clots 
when bacteria invade the 
animal.

Marquette Hands S.C. 'Moral Win9

Nebraska quarterback Vince Ferragamo 


broke training every night the week of the 
Fiesta Bowl game and was "punished" by 
being benched as soon as he made one mis- 
take. 


Ferragamo called for the pass which was 


intercepted in defiance of a play sent in by 
Cornhusker coach Tom Osborne. That's 
what caused the sudden switch in quarter- 
backs. 


When Ferragamo came out of the game 


following the interception, he and Osborne 
got into a heated argument. That's why he 
didn't play any more. 


Or would you like to substitute the latest 


"reason" you've heard. More than a week 
after the Fiesta Bowl the entire state is still 
buzzing with the "facts" why Osborne 
made the switch in quarterbacks after just 
three plays. 


Want to know the REAL story? 
"I thought I tried to explain right after 


the game," Osborne said Saturday after 
returning from a week-long recruiting trip 
to California, "but nobody seems to be 
listening. I've heard all those stories too. So 
I welcome the chance to explain in more 
detail, in the hope I can put an end to all 
the wild speculation that is going on. Most 
of the fans seem to be looking at it as 'one 
interception and you're out.' There was ob- 
viously a lot more to it than that." 


You must back up to the Oklahoma game 


in order to understand the total situation, 
Osborne feels. 


OU Caused Problems 
"Oklahoma showed us a lot of different 


defensive alignments. They jumped around 
a lot and that had caused Vince some 
problems. That stunting defense also

forced him to call time out unnecessarily a 
couple of times and caused some tur- 
novers. 


"We pay a lot of attention to protecting 


the ball and it pays off. We had very few 
turnovers for 10 games and won them all. 
Then we had six errors against Oklahoma 
and lost. 


"I knew Vince was going to face that 


same kind of defense against Arizona 
State,'' Osborne continued. "They had 
been jumping around, stunting and blitzing 
all year. We audible (change the play at the 
line of scrimmage to get away from an un- 
favorable defensive alignment) a lot more 
than most college teams. Vince just hasn't 
been around as long as Terry Luck and thus 
doesn't know the system as well. 


"One of the things that has contributed 


to all this talk is the suddenness of the 
change of quarterbacks. I almost started 
Terry," Osborne says, "because of Vince 's 
nervousness and apprehension (a carryover 
from the Oklahoma game). 


"Ninety-nine percent of the time I'd give 


the quarterback a half to show what he 
could do. But because of the circumstances 
— not because of the interception but 
because of his failure to 'read* the defense 
properly on the play — I saw no reason to 
wait three or four series to prove what I 
already suspected." 


Fmagamo, reached at his California 


home, also says he did not audible the 
third-down pass play, as many rumors 
during the past week have claimed. 


Coaches Called Play 
"It was a bench-called play," Ferragamo 


says. "In fact, we had discussed and 
decided on the first three plays before I 
even went on the field. We ran the first two 
and that play (the pass) was to be the play 
if it was third and long. (It was third and 
six.) 


"I anticipated (Tom) Reiser's move to 


the inside. Maybe I should have hit Tony 
(Davis) over the middle — the pass to 
Reiser is more dangerous, particularly to 
throw early in a game — but he seemed to 
be open and then slipped to the ground just 
as I threw the ball." 


hemgamo admits he was "upset" when 


removed from the game so early. 


"Three plays isn't enough time to even 


get involved, 
1' Vince said. "It went through 


my mind at the time that rt was unfair to 
jerk me oat so quickly Bat I've had time to 
think about it afl smce — and to talk to 
Coach Osborne about it — and the whole 
thing is in the past as far as I'm concerned. 


"I'll be returning to the campus Friday 


to start second semester. I've got another 
year, which I'm looking forward to. As a 
team. I'm sore we can do it all next

"The play is designed to have Reiser go 


down field and come back into the 'hook 
zone'. Davis delays at the line a count or 
two and then goes straight down. The 
quarterback is supposed to 'read' the 
linebacker — see which man he covers — 
and pass to the other. 


"The linebacker was right on Reiser," 


Osborne recalls. "Even if Tommy hadn't 
slipped down it might have been in- 
tercepted. At best, Tom might have been 
able to bat it down incomplete. But Tony 
was open. It wasn't the interception that 
bothered me as much as the inability to 
'read' that kind of defense. 


"Terry had more experience with that 


kind of thing. Luck had put in two good 
weeks of practice. He seemed to grasp the 
situation better than Vince. Terry had 
maintained a great attitude of leadership 
(as a co-captain riding the bench most of 
the time). It had been a tough year for him. 
He deserved a shot. He seemed well 
prepared and ready. I saw no reason to 
delay making the change. And, if I had it to 
do over again, I'd make exactly the same 
move." 


Osborne points out that he has changed 


quarterbacks six times since he took over 
the head coaching reins in games that were 
in doubt, or in which Nebraska was 
trailing. 


The first five were: 
1. Dave Humm for Steve Runty against 


North Carolina State. 1973. Nebraska came 
from a 14-10 fourth-quarter deficit to win, 
31-14. 


2. Runty for Humm in Cotton Bowl 


against Texas. Buskers tied 3-3 at half, 
Runty spearheaded a 19-3 win. 


3. Luck for Humm in Sugar Bowl against 


Florida last season. Nebraska trailed 10-0 
in final frame, came back to win, 13-10. 


4. Ferragamo for Luck against Miami 


this fall. Buskers trailed 9-7 when change 
was made. 


5. Luck for Ferragamo in the very next 


game against Kansas. Nebraska had 
managed just three field goals in three 
quarters when the switch was made. 


Won All Five 
"We won all five of those game," 


Osborne reminds. "We'd have all been 
heroes again if it had worked for the sixth 
straight time. But it didn't. 


*7f went through my mind at 
the time that it was unfair to 
jerk me out so quickly.

MILWAUKEE (AP) - South Carolina 


Coach Frank McGuire didn't use the term 
"moral victory," but he might as well have. 


"I feel like I won the game, coming back 


from 20 points down like we did against a 
team like Marquette," McGuire said after 
college basketball's sixth-ranked Warriors 
had beaten South Carolina 82-70 Saturday. 


Marquette, sparked by 24 points by Lloyd 


Walton and 22 by Earl Tatum, had 
stretched a 47-31 halftime lead to 72-52 with 
7:52 to play. However, the Gamecocks 
rallied to within 7W8 with 1.58 before run- 
ning out of time. 


"I thought we had them dead. We played 


sloppy in our delay patterns," said Mar- 
quette Coach Al McGuire, no relation to 


Frank but a player for him at St. John's, 
N.Y., in the late 1940s. 


"I was going to put my subs in with three 


minutes left, but they made a run at us 
because we got tired," Al McGuire said. "I 
should have put the subs in, but I'm afraid 
to. I don't like going past my fifth man and 
I never have." 


However, Frank McGuire said the game

To look at the Scoreboard after the 


Nebraska-South Dakota basketball game at 
the Coliseum Saturday night, you'd think it 
was another Ho-Hum evening for Joe 
Cipriano's crew against an underdog pre- 
season foe.

But midway through the second half the 


Cornhuskers led by just one at 46-45. 


"That followed the usual pattern," 


Cipriano noted after the game. "We always 
seem to have a tough time against the 
teams we're supposed to beat. 


"But Brian Banks and Alan Holder came 


off the bench to get us going." 


NU center Larry Cox, who entered the 


game with the fourth-best field goal 
shooting percentage in the nation, hit a pair 
of free throws to put the Buskers out in 
front by three, 4W5. 


Then in quick succession, Banks stole the

Bowl Reflections 


Once again, college football bowl games have been 


proved meaningless, unpredictable and controversial Yet, 
the Big Eight Conference and several other major con- 
ferences are on record as opposing a playoff to determine a 
true national champion 


Bowl games are the only area in college athletics where 


outside promoters are permitted to call the shots on who 
plays where and whom The NCAA, through its extra events 
committee, relinquishes control of the selection process, 
thereby opening up the bowls for chicanery in picking teams. 


The proposal for a four-team playoff, which will be 


voted upon by NCAA members at the convention later this 
mo,ith in St Louis, stops short of being ideal because the 
bowls still would be permitted to pick the teams. 


This should be done by an NCAA "Football Committee" 


selected in a manner similar to the NCAA "Basketball Com- 
mittee." which names participants for the basketball cham- 
pionship series. 


Then, after the regular bowl games are played, the com- 


mittee again could meet and name four teams from the 
bowls to meet for the national championship 


Bowl Upsets Are Common 


Once again, bowl games produced many upsets. Only 


four of the 11 games were won by teams by margins 
predicted by professional oddsmakers, who are uncanny 
during regular season play. 


Six underdogs won games outright — or straight-up, in 


the parlance of the oddsmakers. These were Arizona State 
over Nebraska, Southern California over Texas A&M, 
Pittsburgh over Kansas, Maryland over Florida, West 
Virginia over North Carolina State, and UCLA over Ohio 
State 


The four teams that won and beat the pointspread as 


well were Oklahoma over Michigan, Arkansas over Georgia, 
Texas over Colorado and Miami of Ohio over South Carolina. 
Alabama won its game against Penn State, but didn't top the 
13 point margin of favoritism. 


It is interesting to note that the two teams most heavily 


favored, but which lost outright, were playing "home" teams 
before friendly crowds. 


One of these was Nebraska, favored by 14. but a 17-14 


loser to Arizona State, which had a 43,000 to 8,000 edge in 
partisan fans. 


The other was Ohio State, a 15-point favorite, but "out 


rooted" by UCLA backers by about a 10 to one margin. 


K-State Mark Perfect 


Kansas State may be the all-time losingest team in the 


Big Eight Conference, but the Wildcats have the only perfect 
bowl record in the league. They've never been invited to a 
bowl 


The Big Eight has sent teams to bowl games 65 times 


and has come away victorious 33 times while losing 31 and 
playing one tie game. Thanks to Oklahoma, the percentage 
still is above .500. 


There is evidence to support the feeling that the under- 


dog role is advantageous in bowl games. When teams are 
nationally ranked, the underdog has something extra to 
prove. 


There nave been 76 games played in the past 19 years in 


the four bowls considered major — the Rose, Sugar, Orange 
and Cotton — and the underdog has been a straight-up 
success 27 times. That's an upset in more than one-third of 
the games. 


In relation to the pointspread, the favorite has won 30 


and the underdog 42 with four games being rated tossups.

Miami (AP) - Like most 


"dynasties," Oklahoma's might 
turn out to be a short-lived one. 


And the Sooners' rabid, point- 


hungry fans may just have to be 
patient for awhile — like the one 
who called an Oklahoma City 
newspaper to gripe that "I told 
you when they hired that guy 
Switzer they'd lose a game ever 
two or three years." 


"I can't visualize Oklahoma 


doing in the next three years 
what we've done in the last 
three," Barry Switzer said Satur- 
day, savoring a second con- 
secutive national college football 
championship and an incredible 
three-year Iiead coaching record 
of 32-1-1. 


There will be those who say 


Switzer was fortunate to have in- 
herited a talented horde of 
players when Chuck Fairbanks 
left for the pros following the 
1972 season. In fact, Switzer is 
among them. 


"I've got to be the luckiest 


son-of-a-gun in the world," he 
said. "We had some of the 
greatest players ever to play at 
Oklahoma all at one time." 


True, but the Sooners 


prevailed despite having to 
sweat out two years of National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
probation for pre-1972 recruiting 
violations. 


And while Switzer & Co. 


couldn't, as Casey Stengel used 
to say, "have done it without the 
players," it's doubtful if the 
players could have gotten this 
far without the outgoing Switzer 


and his happy-go-lucky staff. 


In 1974, a Detroit sports 


editors attended Woody Hayes' 
news conference the week of the 
Ohio State-Michigan game. • 


Hayes referred to him as the 


"enemy" and left without saying 
anything else." 


Last month, the same writer 


visited Oklahoma to do some 
Orange Bowl previews. Switzer, 
whom he never met before, took 
him to dinner and to his house 
for drinks and gave him the run 
of the practice field, the coaches' 
offices and the training table. 


"The Oklahoma staff was so 


loose you thought they were get- 
ting ready for an office picnic in- 
stead of taking on Michigan in 
the Orange Bowl," the 
gentleman from Detroit wrote. 


"I could go anywhere I 


wanted, talk to whomever I 
pleased and ask whatever was on 
my mind. I wandered into the 
coaches' offices where they were 
watching game films. Normally 
that's a no-no. They all but in- 
vited me to sit down and watch. 


"You could eat breakfast, 


lunch and dinner with the team 
and you could sit among the 
players or down at the end with 
the coach. And anyone could get 
into practice. You, me, the peo- 
ple off the street." 


"We don't have anything to 


hide," said Switzer. "All we do is 
run the wishbone over and over 
and over. And we believe in 
having fun. We work hard, but 
we play hard too." 


The Sooners may work even 


harder next season as they try 
for an unprecedented third 
straight national championship. 
They lose 10 starters, including 
Ail-Americans Leroy and Dewey 
Selmon and Jimbo Elrod from 
the defensive line, plus ace 
runner Joe Washington, a 1974 
All-American, and slick quarter- 
back Steve Davis. 


"I think we have a chance to 


compete for the Big Eight title 
next year but I don't think we'll 
be favored," Switzer said. "We'll 
have to do something things 
differently. We'll have to do 
things tougher both mentally 
and physically because we won't 
have the type of talent that can 
win no matxer how you coach or 
what you do. 


"The difference between our 


team and others at the last three 
years was that they didn't have 
the edge in talent that we did. 
We don't have anyone like the 
Salmons waiting in the wings. 
We have good football players, 
but they're the kind that other 
teams are playing with, too 


"We're going to fall off quite a 


bit and we're only going to be or- 
dinary next year. The coaches 
and fans will have to make an 
adjustment." 


But before the tears began 


f a l l i n g , remember 
that 


Oklahoma returns runners like 
Elvis Peacock, Billy Sims and 
Jimmy Culbreath plus the entire 
secondary, perhaps the most 
physical in the country. 


And, said Switzer, "the 


national championship has got to 
help. The first one really 
enhanced our out-of-state 
recruiting. We had the best 
recruiting year we ever had in 
Texas and that had to be the 
reason."

two reasons — that the Arizona State game 
would be difficult to quarterback.

1975 Prep Bests 


Four years ago, this column inaugurated the concept of 


listing the top 10 Nebraska prep athletic achievements during 
the course of a year. We can't let 1975 slip out of our grasp 
without proper recognition. 


It was another vintage year for state prep athletes. Here's 


an attempt to break it down to the top 10 happenings: 


(1) It has to be Hastings St. Cecilia sophomore Nancy Kin- 


dig, standing on the gold medal platform in USA colors at the 
AAU-sponsored American-Soviet junior women's track dual in 
Lincoln last July. 


She had just won the pentathlon, creating a tear or two in 


her own eyes and a lump in the throat of every Nebraskan for- 
tunate enough to see the performance. 


Personally, I can't remember a more emotional chill of 


pride. This was no ordinary state championship, not even just 
a national accomplishment. This had prime international 
flavor and most of us aren't used to that. 


(2) Lincoln East's 20-9 state Class A football championship 


over Omaha Westside. Hey, the Spartans weighed an average 
of only 165 pounds a man from offensive end to offensive end. 


They're probably the smallest Class A state football cham- 


pion in Nebraska history. Achieving it in the first year for state 
playoffs made it all the more memorable. 


Lincoln Pius X's 62-0 scoring mastery of its two Class B 


playoff opponents represented the other extreme and was 
equally impressive. 


(3) Doug Phelps' 7-foot high jump during the regular 


season and his third straight state gold medal for setting a 
state record a third consecutive year. 


The Sunday Journal and Star's Prep Athlete of the Year 


from Hastings leaped 6-10 on his third and final attempt at the 
state meet. 


What gritty determination. Bear in mind also that this 


same super competitor overcame asthma, a hip pointer, severe 
sprains to both ankles, torn knee ligaments and a broken 
thumb to rank among the best. 


Straight-A student. Straight-A attitude. Straight-A athlete. 
Hartung Craves Crowds 


(4) Jimmy Hartung's six individual championships in 


seven events at the State High School Boys Gymnastics Meet 
at Lincoln East. 


The Omaha South sophomore set a record of seven gold 


medals, adding the all-around title to championships in the 
long horse, floor exercise, pommel horse, horizontal bar, 
parallel bars and still rings. A third place finish on the tram- 
poline prevented a sweep. 


"Get him in front of a crowd and he's a ham," his coach, 


Richard Beran. said. "He loves crowds and competition. Some 
kids get nervous, but not Jimmy. He does better in front of 
people. You see him in warmups and he looks kind of shabby. 
But wait until he gets in a meet." 


If the 5-2,120-pound Hartung doesn't draw some crowds 


in the next two years, this state simply doesn't appreciate in- 
dividual excellence. 


(5; Boys Town's Carlos Gonzales finishing his wrestling 


career unbeaten in his last 69 matches with the 126-pound 
Class B state championship. 


It marked his third straight state title. Some coaches 


believe Gonzales was the quickest, most aggressive wrestler in 
Nebraska prep history. 


(6) Crete's 76-57 manhandling of Omaha Tech in the finals 


of the State Class B Basketball Tournament. 


Players, coaches and fans have contended for years that 


the best of Class B basketball is on par with the best of Class A. 


This merely added fuel to the fire. Tech ranked all year 


among the best in the .Metro and still found the Class B 
tourney field a three-game buzzsaw. 


Few See Historic Throw 


(7) Mike Washington's 60-foot, 2-inch shot put in the first 


Eastern 1-80 Conference track meet at Papilhon. 


The Lincoln High strongman set an all-time schoolboy 


best with the mark. Fortunately, I was covering the meet. 


Only a few were lucky enough to see it. But in no way did 


that detract from the effort. 


(8) Omaha Central's 72-70 win over Omaha Burke in the 


Class A semifinals of the state basketball tournament. 


Purely and simply, it was the best prep basketball game 


I've seen and I haven't missed a state tournament in the last 14 
years. 


(9) Lincoln Southeast's district basketball championship. 


When a school plays solid basketball and still has to wait 15 
years for another shot at the state tournament, a city of 176,000 
tends to unify behind it. 


Not all those 8.000 fans who showed up at noon on a 


Thursday were southeast residents. But they sure screamed 
like they were. 


'10) Omaha Burke halfback Tim Wurth setting a Metro 


Conference football scoring record of 156 points. 


He's only 5-7 and 165 pounds, but it's ail dynamite. He's 


been the state's top Class A rusher the past two seasons 


No, Nebraska hasn't offered him a football scholarship. 


But don't be surprised when the Huskers do. For one thing, 
he's done all he can to earn one 


What's more. Nebraska would never regret extending him

Massachusetts campsite, reports 
the Games Dog Research 
Center. 


The incident, involving the 


destruction of a dog by 
authorities after it had bitten 
two people, attracted much local 
attention and later prompted the 
publication of an editorial 
message signed by David S. 
Claflin, President of the 
Massachuseets Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, in the Society's 
monthly magazine, "Animals." 


Titled "A Harsh Lesson in the 


Responsibility 
of 
Pet 


Ownership," the message 
stated 


"Just as parents are responsi- 


ble for the actions of their 
youngsters, pet owners have 
"responsibility for their animals. 
Thus, complaints against a 
growling, barking, biting dog are 
ultimately complaints against an 
irresponsible owner. 


"A biting, barking dog is a 


nuisance, even a danger to the 
public. But it is not the dog's 
fault that he is cooped up in- 
doors or chained outside while 
his owner is away The poor 
animal might well bark for hours 
on end or snap at a passerby who 
approaches too close. In some 
cases, the dog may bite or growl 
in an attempt to protect his 
master's property. 


"Recently, at a campsite here 


in Massachusetts, a chained dog 
bit two people. The case was 
reported, and even before the 
owners returned, 
town 


authorities judged the animal to 
be 'vicious' and destroyed it. Of 
course the dog couldn't explain 
WHY he had bitten the people. 
Yet were the owners justified 
when they angrily blamed the 
authorities for the too hasty 
killing of their pet? 


"In the last analysis, the 


blame does fall on the owners. 
Even though the dog was defen- 
ding their property, just as it 
would have at home, it was their 
duty to assure him proper care 
while they were away. Had they 
met that obligation, their dog 
would be alive today. 


"Ownership of any animal is a 


very responsible job. As a Imng 
being, a pet requires constant 
love. care, and attention —

Hard Snow Skiing 


While you dream of untracked powder snow, prepare for 


slopes that are hard and often icy Packed snow usually gets 
harder as it is skied upon. A thaw followed by a freeze makes for 
hard, icy snow Ski racers don't mind hard snow. In slalom racing 
it is ideal because ruts don't develop as fast and every racer has a 
good consistent surface to ski on However, it's a real test of your 
equipment and technique. 


Your edges must be properly sharpened. Don't use dull skis 


from season to season. You will curse the ice and your own skiing 
ability when all you need is sharpening 


Use very stiff boots which make an almost rigid connection 


between the leg and the ski This helps you edge into the hard stuff. 
Your boots shouldn't be painfully stiff, but they must not be broken 
down or floppy. If your skis have lost their liveliness either in a 
lengthwise or torsional direction, they won't handle hard snow. 
Also, if your boots rock laterally in the bindings, you will lose vital 
control over even the sharpest edges. If in doubt, ask your ski in- 
structor or ski shop to inspect your gear. 


When your equipment is right, it is relatively easy to ski 


precisely on hard snow To traverse, subtly increase the bite of 
your edges by using angulation. Push your knees into the hill while 
allowing your body to lean away from the hill so that your 
shoulders become more or less parallel to the slope. Also keep 
your skis apart and weighted equally, with your weight pressing 
down over the whole of each foot to make the full bearing length of 
each edge bite the ice. 


Turning on icy snow takes some special consideration, top. 


Here, m the first figure, I'm in an angulated position with my skis 
apart and equally weighted Next, I twist my feet and legs just 
enough to sort of sneak my skis into the fall line. I carefully avoid 
applying too much turning power to be sure that the skis will not 
skid out of my intended track. For the same reason, I use very lit- 
tle up-unweightmg. Strive for gentle precision, not brute haste 
Once the turn is started, I rely on the built-in turning action of the 
skis to complete the chnstie. My knees move toward the inside of 
the turn to help me concentrate most of my weight on the inside 
edges of my skis if I find my skis tend to slip out from under me, 
tien I press more on my lower ski, forcing its edge into the snow If 
I still cannot hold and control my direction precisely, then I know 
that I have pushed the skis to their maximum potential, but just to 
be sure, I always recheck my equipment.

Chicago (UPI) — Hunters and 


target shooters with itchy fingers 
for new firearms to add to their 
collections should be warned

the new gun catalogs for the

If you haven't gotten into the 


winter bird feeding scene to 
date, it's never too late to start. 


For anyone interested in 


wildlife, feeding birds, and even 
the neighborhood squirrels 
through the winter can be a 
fulfilling, and relatively inexpen- 
sive pastime 


The December-January issue 


of "National Wildlife Mag- 
azine" is a good place to 
start. Field editor George 
Harrison will lead the way to do- 
it-yourself bird feeders of all 
types and sizes. 


Got any old salad bowls, cake 


pans, pie pans, coat hangers or 
unused fire wood? They can all 
make fine bird feeders with a lit- 
tle imagination, a piece of wood 
doweling, a wingnut, a pair of 
pliers and/or a little wire. 


For bird seed feeders, the 


above leftovers work as well as 
most you can buy. As pictured at 
the left, two old hubcaps are 
connected by a piece of wood 
doweling, then hung by wire for 
a simple, inexpensive but affec- 
tive bird feeder. 


The same can be done with pie 


pans (metal variety works best), 
old wooden salad bowls or metal 
cake pans. Larry Stone, outdoor 
writer of the Des Moines 
Register, uses two metal pie 
pans, drills a hole through the 
center of each, then uses a one- 
pound coffee can to hold plenty 
of seed. With tin snips or a can 
opener, cut smallish holes at 


regular intervals around the bot- 
tom of the can to permit the bird 
seed to dribble out for the 
hungry birds. It's all held 
together with a long bolt and 
wingnut. 


Use Cans, Too 
The same coffee can idea 


could be used with the hubcaps 
or salad bowls if enough space in 
the bottom permits a sufficient 
seed-catching basin. 


The coffee can idea helps pre- 


vent continual disturbance of the 
feeder since, without it. the open 
feeders will need refilling much 
more frequently. 


Even plastic milk cartons 


make adequate feeders if you 
have a place out of the wind. 
Simply cut out two sides of the 
gallon carton, leaving a lip on 
the bottom to help keep seed in. 
Then hang the feeder by the car- 
ton handle or tie on wire or 
heavy string to hang it from a 
tree. Seed tends to blow out in 
wind areas, however. 


Suet feeders can be made 


from coat hangers, ala 
Harrison's idea of bending 
several hangers into a basket- 
type affair or by using the fire 
wood logs (a piece should be at 
least three inches in diameter 
and one-two feet long for best 
results). 


Suet feeders, which attract the 


insect eating birds such as 
woodpeckers, can then be 
fashioned by simply drilling 
holes (one-lVi inches in 
diameter) at various locations 
around the log. If it is smooth- 
barked wood, insert Vi-inch 
dowels under several of the 
holes to permit stands for some 
of the lesser talented birds wan- 
ting to eat, too. 


Screw in a good-sized eyelet in 


the top of the suet feeder, attach 
a length of wire for hanging, 
then fill the holes for animal fat, 
peanut butter or a fat-seed com- 
bination and you have an ideal 
suet feeder. By the way, sections 
of 4x4 lumber also work fine. 


Commercial Feeders 
Of course, if you're not one of 


the handy builders, don't have 
the leftover materials at home or 
would just prefer to go out and 
buy your feeders, there are plen- 
ty on the market. 


Something to think about if 


you are really into the bird 
feeding scene is a heated 
watering hole for the birds. 
There are a number of heated 
bird fountains on the market, in- 
cluding the Ritchie Feeder- 
Fount (photo bottom right) 
made in Iowa. 


Harrison, 
who 
has 


photographed over 20 species of 
birds in his Wisconsin backyard, 
also says the feed you put out is 
important if you are aiming to 
attract certain species of birds. 


As mentioned before, suet 


feeders are the key for 
woodpeckers. Harrison says 
sunflower seed feeding attracts 
finches, nuthatches, chickadees, 
grosbeaks, redpolls and 
crossbills. Cracked corn is a 
favorite of all species while 
finches are particularly fond of 


uon ID* turned off by the at- 


tractions of such lesser desirable 
birds such as sparrows grackles, 
starlings and blackbirds. While 
they'll eat plenty, they U also at- 
tract the desirable species to 
vour neighborhood. 
An avid bird feeder can also be 


assured of regular visits from 
neighborhood squirrels but some 
of their acrobatic tricks to get at 
a feeder are often worth having 
them around. 


Commercial bird feeders make use of seed 
bins for longer periods between refills.

Tradition Packed 
In Olden Guns 


Chicago (UPI) — It would be 


impossible for historians to ig- 
nore the significant role guns 
played in the early development 
of the United States, and with 
Bicentennial celebrations near, 
such guns will become more 
familiar to the average 
household. 


Presently, the number of avid 


black powder shooters — men 
who continue to use the type of 
guns which dominated the coun- 
try in its early years — is es- 
timated at more than one-half 
million. 


As Americans celebrate the 


200th anniversity of the United 
States, the number of black 
powder sportsmen and target 
shooters is expected to increase 
sharply. 


The importance of firearms to 


our forefathers was established 
in The Constitution, which gave 
a citizen the right to bear arms, 
and few settlers ventured west 
without carrying guns for protec- 
tion and obtaining food. 


Nostalgia, of course, accounts 


for the popularity of black 
powder firearms today. Some 
hunters have returned to 
muzzleloading rifles and 
shotguns with feelings such guns 
present a renewed challenge. 
Others have returned to such 
guns to keep tradition alive. 


Black powder shooting clubs 


— many of which have gone to 
great lengths to obtain 
traditional dress to go with their 
black powder arms — no doubt 
will be increasing public 
demonstrations in observance of 
the Bicentennial. 


However, such demon- 


strations are not new for 
towns like Friendship, Ind., 
where a black powder cham- 
pionship draws shooters and 
observers annually from 
throughout the country. 
Friendship — which has a pop- 
ulation of about 120 — holds an 
annual six-day shoot by the 
National Muzzle Loading 
Association to determine the 
champion. The event is planned 
each year so mat it ends on 
Labor Day. 


Tradition Since 1931 
Black powder shoots have 


been held at Friendship since 
1931 The town also holds other 
black powder shooting events m 
the spnng and fall. 


But Friendship isn't the only 


town honoring guns of the past. 
At Fort Shenandoah. Va . annual 
North and South snoots draw 
men dressed in blues and grays 
who attempt to represent most 
of the regiments in the Civil 
War 


The shoots feature both team 


and individual competition, and, 
as at Fnendstup. Ind . the con- 
testants arrive from all parts of 
tbe country The shooting events 


Outdoor 
Calendar 


at Shenandoah are sponsored by 
the North-South Skirmish 
Association and usually consist 
of spring and fall nationals and 
various summer regionals. 
Brownville, Neb., also has an an- 
nual Muzzleloader shoot as do 
hundreds of other towns. 


Original black powder 


firearms already are in high de- 
mand, and the Bicentennial year 
is expected to send many novice 
shooters in search of antique 
guns, either for collecting pur- 
poses or for shooting. 


However, 
caution 
is 


recommended 
both 
in 


purchasing such guns and 
attempting to use them. With a 
large number of reproductions 
and replicas on the market, a 
novice can be fooled in making 
such purchases.

making theater disguised education," he said. "It's 
this disguise that adults try to cram down 
children's throats. If .theater is done properly, the 
education is there." 


Meisenholder doesn't cafe about what adults 


think children ought to enjoy in theater. His con- 
cern is what children like. 


A good children's show must contain "a script 


with imagination" and the action "needs to be con- 
stantly on the move." His theatrical presentations 
for children are short, colorful in costume and set- 
ting and exclude "talking down in kiddy talk." 


Sharp Audience 


"And you must have actors who recognize 


children are the sharpest, most critical and 
trickiest of audiences," he said. 


Thus, a need for "all elements of dramaturgy," 


such as conflict, purpose and satisfying theme. 


Although Meisenholder has no children of his 


own, his desire is to create as fond and joyful a 
recollection of theater for children as he 
remembers from his childhood. 


As a child in Lincoln, his parents took him to 


films and vaudeville shows at the old Nebraska 
Theater in the late 1930s. 


"I was enthralled with the red velvet curtain 


opening and closing," he recalled. "I imagine that's 
why I'm the theater nut I am today." 


The interest in entertaining children also was 


fostered when he started doing magic shows as a 
junior and senior at Lincoln High School. 


"I met a kid who wanted to learn about 


magic," he recalled. 


Cavett Kid 
"He and his magic show assistant filled their 


schedules with civic club and Joy Night perfor- 
mances. His assistant? Dick Cavett. 


But college theater study seemed a bit far- 


fetched and he became a business administration 
student But after "flunking accounting twice," the 
die was cast. Theater won out. 


And serving as part-time then full-time 


program director at Sun Valley, Idaho, only 
solidified the theatrical dreams. Part of the resort 
responsibility included creating activities for 
children during the rainy and snowy days. Theater 
filled the children's bill, along with playing the 
organ at the ice rink and in the Eddy Duchin 
Room. 


Revolutionary 
So he returned to the University of Nebraska 


theater department for bachelor's and master's 
degrees. He also sandwiched in some high school 
teaching in Holdrege, where he was considered a 
revolutionary in high school theater for staging an- 
nual full-scale musicals, an activity unknown at 
high school levels in the late 1950s and earlyJ960s. 


His reputation in Holdrege spread to Chicago 


where he was asked to be the technical director of 
the theater program in the Chicago Community 
College system. 


His new tactics in theater continued. He also 


was recognized by one company for a unique 
Tinker Toy set.

While on a leave of absence investigating doc- 


torate programs in theater, he ended up as a speech 
and theater teacher. Later he added public 
relations duties at a new community college in 
Rockford, HI., a fluke "that resulted in the nicest 
thing that ever happened to me." He met his soon- 
to-be wife Pat. who shares a zest of theater, 
although not a background in theater. 


While at the Rockford college "there was not 


enough for everyone to do; there was a necessity 
to do something else." He turned to children's 
theater. 


"Hob's Choice" 
He remembered a play entitled "Hob's 


Choice" and contacted playwright June Barbour in 
New York City. The children's production was such 
a smash that' he was asked to take the play to 
orphanages and children's hospitals in Illinois, as 
well as elementary schools. 


The love affair with the Barbour plays was hot 


and heavy. 


Now "Hob's Choice" is set for an outstate tour 


of Nebraska in honor of the bicentennial. The 
Nebraska Arts Council grant of $3,250 has been 
matched by Stan Miller, of Kearney, considered 
one of the top sound men in the world. Miller, who 
has designed the sound system for previous 
Children's Zoo productions, tours with such show 
business luminaries as Liza Minnelh, Neil Diamond 
and Johnny Cash, to name a few. 


This summer tour, set for 15 rural com- 


munities north and we«t of Kearney, will be based 
in Kearney and wili be cast from area talent. 


Fangless McRattle 


But in addition to this project undertaken by 


Experience, Inc., a "not-for-profit" corporation 
creating theater for children, Meisenholder will 
produce Ms Barbour's latest creation entitled 
"The Ballad of Fangless McRattle" at the 
Children's Zoo this summer. 


Ms. Barbour said in a telephone interview 


from New York that she has done research on 
snakes indigenous to the Plains as well as ad- 
ditional historical background. 


"The musical is set in one of the Plains states 


in the latter part of the 18th century when traveling 
medicine shows from back East were treking their 
way across the country," she said. 


Not only will the material be new, but the 


show concept is another of those revolutionary 
Meisenholder ideas. "The Ballad of Fangless 
McRattle" will be done in quadraphonic sound, an 
all-encompassing four-track sound system. 


"There is no live theater group to my 


knowledge, outside of Disneyland and 
Disneyworld, that uses the sound-over technique 
totally and quadrophonic sound is an absolute in- 
novative technique in theater." he said. 


Up Synching 
Sound-over (used in previous Zoo productions) 


is a lip-synching technique and not the mimicing of 
\oices. It features actors and actresses speaking 
with a tape of their own voices. 


"This quadraphonic sound is going to put a

hveness to the sound-over situation that has never 
been heard before," he said. 


Because this has never been done before, 


Meisenholder will be setting a precedent. 


"It will have to be blocked out like a marching 


band formation, a necessity for mixing the recor- 
dings," he said. "The master script, prior to recor- 
ding, should be something to behold." 
Meisenholder added that his innovation will 
"change the dimension of sound-over. People will 
ask where the mikes are. It will make 1007o 
difference in believability." 


Ms. Barbour, excited by the sound 


possibilities, said this production should create 
"the most exciting and different theater art for 
children." 


Wherever it is presented or whoever presents 


children's theater, 'Meisenholder wants a joyful, 
memorable creative dramatic experience in order 
that the future audience will never lose zeal for the 
theatrical art form.

Snuff is far from being extinguished as a smoking 


substitute. In fact, more and more people are turning 
to the moist stuff to put a "tingle" in their bves. 


Moist snuff, also known as rappee which is made 


from tobacco leaves, is enjoying a new popularity. In 
the first six months of this year, national sales of moist 
snuff were up 4 to 44rr . according to a report of the 
Smokeless Tobacco Council in Peekskill, N Y. 


Note that is moist snuff. Sales of dry snuff, which 


has the powdery consistency of baking flour and can 
be stuffed or stuck between the gum and lip, have 
been static. Moist snuff approaches the consistency of 
fine cut chewing tobacco. It is subject to two processes 
of fermentation. Aroma and strength are acquired in 
those processes and the nicotine and organic acids 
removed. 


Some say part of the increased use of snuff is due 


to a new interest among young persons 


Al Neeman. manager of a local wholesaler of 


snuff, confirmed sales "had been going up" in the last 
year But he feels in this area it was still used mainly 
by oldsters. 


Practicality 
Neeman said one reason for its popularity was the 


practicality of snuff in farming regions His company 
distributes to over 300 stores in the Lincoln area 
Neeman said in small towns they may only supply two 
or three roll? a week, but if it s a busy season it could 
increase to six or eight rolls a week. 


"During the harvest cigarets, cigars or pipes 


would present <, fire hazard ' Neeman said He added 
that it leave? both hands free to work machinery and 
in the cold or dust there is no inhalation problems 


Neeman said snuff use had increased slightly 


among college students from Western Nebraska and 
the Dakota*. "The cowboy* use snuff as much as the 
farmers," he said "City people just don't use it as 
much

Lmcolmte Howard Cole, a veteran snuff user, said 


he took up the habit when he was working around hot 
meUl and was unable to smoke ogams

Cole displayed his snuff, packed snugly behind his 


lower lip Then opening up the small tin box. he 
explained how it is used "Take a pinch between the 
thumb and forefinger, then slip it under your lip," he 


said, urging this reporter to try my hand (or should I 
say lip) at snuffing 


My efforts resulted in a lumpy feeling under my 


lip which left my entire mouth tingling. It reminded 
me of how I imagined dirty socks tinged with licorice 
might taste. 


That experience brought to light another problem 


that snuff users face: What to do when the snuff has 
worn out its welcome in your mouth? 


Swallow or Spit 
Some say it gradually disappears as it wears 


against your hp. Others suggest you will become used 
to the taste and "just swallow" the remaining flakes 
Brass spitoons. once a common utensil in public 
places, offer yet another solution for polite removal 


To stock snuff in retail stores presents a difficulty 


for suppliers. Neeman said HP explained the product 
was "dated." meaning it was only good during a cer- 


tain period of time, like perishables. 


"Its shelf life is only about two weeks." Neeman 


said. "It's one of the only items we earn- where orders 
are adjusted weekly by retailers, depending on their 
dated stock sold." 


Cathy Hanim, snuff buyer for a local drug store, 


explained the store's snuff sales would be better if 
products were fresher. She said the dating of the item 
had a lot to do with sales. 


"When the date has expired, no one will bay it." 


she said. She added they had begun checking boxes as 
they were brought to the store and if the date was 
past, they refused the snuff Ms Hanlin said often the 
old snuff could be revived by adding a few drops of 
water. 


The introduction of "flavored" snuff may attract 


some new users, according to Neeman. He said mint 
and raspberry flavors are pickcng up with the younger 
users. 


Old snuff tins, cut plug boxes and match boxes like these have become collec- 
tors' items But modern-day counterparts may return with the popularity of 
chewing and savoring tobacco instead of smoking it.

And she's awfully substantial herself. 
Being resource coordinator at Commonplace

She integrates, rather than separates, her career and

and there are a lot of different ways to get there. There is 
no single prescription for the whole world." 


Human Potentials 


She thinks the human potentials movement is a 


healthy one in that "people are looking to themselves to 
discover their uniqueness." 


And "if you know what your own equipment and 


potential is, you can be a subtle, and yet significantforce, 
and possibly of some assistance." 


The Eastern religions and yoga are helping more peo- 


ple in this country to understand that minds and bodies 
are not separate, she said. 


"I think there is a strong connection between mind 


and body and a lot of us are responsible for our own ills 
(she will not, however, take responsibility for her current 
broken leg which she attributes to a combination of 
"God's ice and my own clumsiness").

"Our body reacts to our mental attitudes. If we are 


uptight, then our body is going to react in an uptight 
way." 


She continued: "Everybody all their lives is in the 


process of growing and discovering themselves. Our 
responses to situations and how we react is more impor- 
tant than the experience." 


She also believes that "it's fairly important to main- 


tain a sense of humor and to relax — I'm big on 
'relaxation." 


Sue teaches classes in relaxation in which class 


members learn how to identify tension and how to deal 
with it. 'Not all tension is bad. Some tension is produc- 
tive, constructive and necessary but it also can be dis- 
integrating and destructive and knowing the difference is 
the key."

"How much did I grow today?" Does this 


sound familiar? The growing process is 
exciting and each new inch is a milestone. 
What better way to start the new year of 
growth than with a colorful marking banner 
for the child in your life. 


These colorful banners are helpful as well 


as fun. Who knows, your children might 
grow faster than you expected. 


1. The banner is made of felt. It is sturdy 


and doesn't require a hem. A fabric banner 
can be used, but it requires a '/2-inch hem on 
all sides and it has the tendency to buckle 
when hanging. Appliques are made of felt. 


2. Banners shown start for children who 


are two feet tall. Length of the fabric is 3 
feet, 5 inches. Width is 15 inches. 


3. Fold over 2 inches of the top edge and 


sew down to form a hem. 


4: Cut three different size strips of white 


felt about 
l-z inch wide. Make eight 2-inch 


long, one 3-inch long, and one 5-inch long 
strips for each foot of measurement. 


5. Use white glue to affix the 1-inch 


measurements to the left side of the banner. 


Be sure that the strips arc exactly 1 inch 
apart. 


6. The "space" banner can be made in 


blue with a gray and red rocket ship, yellow 
and orange sun, white stars, and pastel 
planets. Sew or glue appliques in place. 


7. The "Garden" banner is made in brown 


felt with white seed packages on gray sticks, 
green leaves, and vegetables in their proper 
colors. 


8. Markers for both are made of felt. A star 


is used for the space banner and a seed 
package for the garden. Pin the marker at 
the correct height with a safety pin. 


9. Cut a thick dowel of an old broom han- 


dle 3 inches longer than the width of the 
banner, and slip it into the top hem. 


10. Tie the ends of a length of cord to each 


extending end of dowel and tie securely. 


11. Drill or hammer a hole into the end of 


a ruler and tie the end of a long length of 
yarn into the hole. Hang the ruler next to the 
banner. 


12. Try different themes with this basic 


banner. Your child might like one with dolls, 
sports equipment, stamps or foods.

questions of faith and ethics raised by modern 
aspects of economic maldistribution, political 
abuses, the shrinkage of natural resources and 
scientific techniques that can alter human 
existence itself 


All these problems ran through 


deliberations of the World Council of 
Churches assembly in its septennial assess- 
ment of contemporary religious issues near 
the year s end 


One of the most poignant instances of the 


life-and-death dilemmas centered in the un- 
successful efforts of the Catholic parents of 
Karen Anne Qumlan to end use of extraor- 
dinary medical procedures to keep the com- 
atose girl alive

A Momstown, N.J , judge ruled they must

A related issue marked the continuing con-

1960s appears to have subsided 
in the 1970s, as revealed by an 
nua! audits of churchgomg over 
the last decade and a half 


In 1967, four in 10 young adults 


attended church in a typical 
week of that year The proper 
tion declined to about thiee in 10 


by the beginning of the 1970s, 
where it has remained since that 
time 


The leveling off of tne 


downslide in church attendance 
among youth is of course en- 
couraging to the nation s 
religious leaders, since the 
future of organized religion 
depends in large measure on the 
religious beliefs and activities of 
society s youngest adults 


Churchgomg nationwide m 


1975 remained at the same level 
as in the four previous years, 
with 407» of adults attending 
church or synagog in a typical 
week of last year 


Churchgoing 
among 


Protestants has been remarkably 


stable since 1964, fluctuating 
only by a point or two from year 
to year over this entire period of 
time 


Catholic attendance, on the 


other hand, is down 17 percen- 
tage points from 1964 Most of 
this decline, however occurred 
in the 1960s 


Since Jews represent only 


about y/< of the U S population, 


the number included in these an- 
nual audits is necessarily small 
Therefore the results are sub- 
ject to considerable sampling 
fluctuation 
However, the 


evidence appears clear that 
attendance among Jews at svn- 
agog has remained fairly stable 
over the last 12 years, with 171 
having attended in a typical

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Outdoor Living Emphasized in Contemporary One-Story Ranch

Outdoor living facilities are 


stressed in the deign of thia con- 
temporary one-story ranch 
without any sacrifice in the 
amount and quality of useful 
living space on the inside. 


While there's a roof-covered 


patio walk at the front for those 
who like to watch the world go 
by, it is the two terraces at the 
rear that provide the privacy 
that most persons desire. 


One terrace is located off the 


family room-kitchen where the 
service door is located, making it 
easy to serve food for outdoor & 
eating. The other is set at the ? 


rear of the garage and adjacent 
to the dining room, which has 
sliding glass doors leading to it. 


Pleasing Combination 
Architect Rudolph A. Matern 


has given the front exterior a 
pleasing combination of 
materials, mass and modern roof 
lines. 


Material changes are used to 


accentuate the various projec- 
tions and recesses which 
dominate and add interest to the 
design. The front entrance is 
flanked and bordered by low 
planters which lead the visitor to 
the door. A tnple-paned 
sidelight gives a decorator touch 
and allows natural light into the 
foyer. 


Once inside, the visitor is

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Your Nurseryman Speaks 
Old Robins of Sumner Street 
Soaring on a Hackberry High 


I've heard birds chirp I've 


heard birds warble. But never, 
until last week, did I ever hear 
birds growl Or snarl Or cuss. 


Each day 1 walk Sumner St 


from 25th to 29th This is a plea- 
sant, well-maintained older 
neighborhood with a number of 
large harkberry trees in both 
yards and parkings 


Several weeks ago I began to 


notice a few old and disheveled 
robins who seemed to be either 
too tired or too Ian 
1 to fly south 


with the rest of the birds. Then 
lo and behold, their numbers in- 
creased 


By last week I'd counted 24 


old-timers in a single day in this 
four-block area And believe me, 
they were like no other robins 
I'd ever seen 


Because of an early 


experience, the robin has always 
been my favorite bird On my 
very first day at school 
(kindergarten, Clifton Hill, 
Omaha. 1923). I learned a song: 


" 'Cherries are ripe! Cherries 


are ripe!' the robin sang one day 


Count 'em Out 
Well, the Robins of Sumner 


Street will never join in that 
song. Never. They're much too 
surly and cantankerous ever to 
announce anything as innocent 


and happy as the ripening of a 
cherry crop. 


In fact, as I studied these dirty 


old birds, I concluded they were 
much more likely to be tossing 
bombs or starting a feathered 
covert operation (CIA type) 
against the whole human race. 


I suddenly recalled Alfred 


Hitchcock's spine-tingling tale of 
how birds eventually turned on 
man and darn near destroyed 
him 


What were the Robins of 


Sumner Street complaining 
abouf 


As I listened more closely, I 


decided that they were griping 
about the chill of winter, the 
aches and pains of old age, the 
mess that man has made of this 
whole world Quite simply, those 
robins have had it. 


What gives them the guts to 


face up to man and tell him off? 


Well, the hackberry tree 


produces a small blue-black 
berry. Usually the berry is hard, 
but with this winter's alternately 
warm and cold days, this 
season's backbones have turned 
soft and fermented to produce a 
potent wine. 


They're Crocked! 
Folks, the Robins of Sumner 


Street are swizzled. Smashed. 
Bombed. Just plain drunk. 
That's where their courage 


comes from. And this is the 
reason they didn't go south with 
the other birds. They, alas, are 
hooked on hackberry juice 


Birds and trees enjoy a 


d e l i g h t f u l 
s y m b i o t i c 


relationship. The trees furnish 
food, nesting places, shelter for 
the birds. The birds perform an 
equally important function for 
the trees. 


A cynic once said that "the 


fruit never falls far from the 
tree." Since this could be con- 
strued to mean that those of us 
who are of lowly birth can never 
rise above our parents' station in 
life, this must be classed as one 
of the most discouraging sayings 
in the whole English language. 


Spreadin' It Around 
Well, folks, I bring you good 


news. This saying simply isn't 
true. 


Birds eat a tree's fruit and 


carry the seed withinn this fruit 
literally miles inside their bodies 
before dropping it in scarified 
form so it'll germinate easily. 


Thanks to the surly old Robins 


of Sumner Street, those 
hackberries there are being 
spread all over this whole city. 


(Incidentally, if the robins and 


hackberries on Sumner St. ever 
decide to take over the world, 
I'm on their side. I like their 
style. I dig 'em.)

Hyacinth Method That Never Fails

The best method for amateurs to 


force hyacinths to bloom was 
described in Flower & Garden 
magazine's September issue. This arti- 
cle by Marquerite Lamond explained 
how a father and son used a simple 
method that never seemed to fail. I 
used the method this year and the 
results are quite rewarding. 


As the article advised, I purchased 


the best hyacinth bulbs available in 
late September. I selected the largest 
size that would give exhibition flowers 
and ones that had no signs of injury or 
disease. To pot the bulbs, I used a sim- 
ple method. Gravel was placed in the 
bottom of four-inch pots and good 
loam soil added to one inch of the top. 
The bulbs were pushed carefully into 


the soil and the pot filled to the top 
with sharp sand. 


Buried Outside 
The pots with bulbs were 


thoroughly watered and then buried in 
a deep trench out-of-doors. The pots 
must be below frost and I'm glad I dug 
a trench 30 inches of deep. The below 
zero temperatures pushed frost within 
inches of the hyacinths this year. 


A board was placed in the bottom of 


the trench to support the pots. Then 
soil and dried grass were carefully 
packed around the pots to protect the 
tender sprouts from damage. 


The trench was filled with soil and 


dried grass and a mound of grass 
heaped over it. I left the plants in the, 
trench for almost 90 days. The ground 
was frozen hard when I uncovered the 
hyacinths in mid-December. 


After being dug up the hyacinths 


were placed in a dark cool room for a 
week. The temperature was about 50° 
F and the plants were watered every 
couple days to keep them moist. 


Forced to light 
The next week I placed the pots in a 


warm room at 70° F. A high collar of 
dark paper (or a tall juice can with the 
bottom ends removed) was put around 
the plants to force them to grow tall 
toward the light. The plants were 
watered when the soil began to dry. 


The third week the sprouting bulbs 


were placed in a sunny location where 
they grew rapidly (The rather weak 
flowering stalks may need staking to 
keep them erect). 


Very soon the hyacinth blooms 


opened to provide a fragrant showy 
flower to brighten dreary winter days.

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Mid-State Opinion Never 
Asked For, Not Coming 


ByBfflKretfd 
Heated concern surrounding 


distribution of leftover modes 
from the lame duck Mid-State 
Reclamation District isn't on the 
verge of being cooled by a new 
opinion from Nebraska Atty. 
Gen. Paul Douglas. 


That's because Douglas isn't 


going to render one. 


And that's because he wasn't 


asked to do so. 


Source of Confusion 
All the confusion stemmed 


from a Dec. 23 report from State 
Education Commissioner Anne 
Campbell, who indicated she 
had requested Douglas' opinion 
on how remaining Mid-State 
dollars should be doled out. 


She said Grand Island School 


Supt. Cliff Dale had expressed 
concern to her about certain 
provisions of the state's reclama- 
tion law. That law directs that 
any funds left after a reclama- 
tion district has been voted out 
of existence be given to school 
districts located within what had 
been the boundaries of the 
reclamation district on the basis 
of the school districts' acreage. 


Under that approach, the 


Grand Island School District 


would get a relatively small 
piece of the estimated $125,000 
Mid-State pie, because even 
though it boasts a total enrol- 
ment of 11,474, it encompasses 
only some 10,240 acres — less 
than 5% of the 223,705 school 
district acres within Mid-State in 
Hall County. 


Soon 
When asked on Dec. 23 about 


the opinion which it was 
believed Dr. Campbell had asked 
for, Douglas said he hoped to 
have it out "before the first of 
the year." 


But during subsequent checks 


with his office, the attorney 
general said he was unable to 
locate any request for an opi- 
nion. 


On Jan. 2, Dr. Campbell said, 


"I haven't seen it yet," when 
asked if she had received the 
mystery opinion. 


Then later in the day, she 


reported that there must have 
been a "communications mix- 
up" on Dec. 23, and that "I 
haven't asked for any new 
opinion" on the propriety of dis- 
tributing Mid-State monies on a 
school district acreage basis. 


She said she had asked for an 


earlier opinion that was 
authored by Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Ralph Gillen in mid-December 
in which the attorney general's 
office declared that Mid-State 
taxes levied before the reclama- 
tion district was voted out of 
existence were still valid and 
must be collected and dis- 
tributed according to law. 


News stories about the Gillen 


opinion, however, noted that it 
had been requested by Merrick 
County Atty. Steven M. Curry, 
not Dr. Campbell. 


Up to Schools 
Dr. Campbell said any further 


action on the Mid-State money 
question — including a possible 
lawsuit challenging the concept 
of distribution based on acreage 
— is now up to the school dis- 
tricts involved. 


"We're not a party to it," she 


stated. 


Grand Island Supt. Dale had 


reported earlier that he has 
placed the matter on the agenda 
for the January meeting of the 
Grand Island School Board 
where "we plan to discuss the 
issue with our attorney."

Propsal Fell Short 
NAPE said the proposal fell 


considerably short of its 
recommendations, which in- 
cluded a 9% cost of living in- 
crease. 


In the editorial, NAPE said 


Nebraska ranks 44th nationally 
in the average salary paid to a 
state employe. The Watchdog 
argued editorially that state 
government in Nebraska con- 
tinually loses good employes 
who look elsewhere for better- 
paying jobs. 


Citying statistics, the publica- 


tion said state government's 
employe turnover rate falls 
between 20% and 40%, com- 


pared with an average 4% to 6% 
turnover rate in private industry. 


Food Stamps Used 
Additionally, The Watchdog 


said, the mean income of state 
employes is between 96,700 and 
16,800 a year, adding that one- 
third of all state employes 
qualify for food stamps and 
many use the program. 


"Citizens of the state of 


Nebraska are complaining about 
the quality of service given to 
them by the state employes, but 
nobody looks at the causes of 
this problem," the NAPE 
editorial said. 


"The cause is that state 


government is continually losing 
good employes who go 
someplace else for increased 
wages. Then the state must train 
new employes, and new 
employes are not as efficient." 


A public hearing on the Ap- 


propriations Committee's 
proposal and Exon's salary plan, 
will be held after the Legislature 
convenes Wednesday.

Farm Editor 
Five Nebraska legislators have 


formed a nonprofit corporation 
to find foreign markets for 
midwestern beef. 


Called the Midwest Task 


Force for Beef Exports Inc., the 
new group will "attempt to com- 
bine efforts of federal and state 
governments with private in- 
dustry to develop the market," 
according to Sen. Walter George 
of Blair. 


Other task force members in- 


clude Sens. Jules Burbach of 
Hartington, Loran Schmit of 
Bellwood, Leslie Stull of 
Alliance and Calvin Carsten of 
Avoca. 


Burbach, George and Carsten 


have met in Washington with of- 
ficials of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture — including Clayton 
Yeutter, now U.S. represen- 
tative to the Geneva Trade 
Conference — and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 


"There is a tendency to 


promote beef exports when 
there is an oversupply and to ig- 
nore the situation 
when 


domestic supplies are short, 
which makes foreign buyers 
hesitant to trade with us," said 
Burbach. 


Effects of Market 
"A long-range export market 


will absorb the production 
potential for U.S. beef while 
helping to avoid cyclical highs 
and lows experienced by the in- 
dustry over the past 100 years. 


This can be accomplished 
without causing domestic shor- 
tages or higher retail prices." 


Burbach said operating funds 


will come from voluntary con- 
tributions, adding that the cor- 
poration does not intend to es- 
tablish foreign offices at this 
time. 


Expressing hope that the 


group can work with inter- 
national hotel chains, Burbach 
said that initially American 
tourists will eat the beef and 
eventually the residents ask for 
it. "I'm sure our beef is far 
superior to the others," he 
declared. 


Task force members point to 


successful grain marketing ef- 
forts as examples of what needs 
to be done for beef. 


$1.3 Billion Worth 
In 1975 the United States 


exported more than $1.3 billion 
worth of live animals, meat and 
meat products. This was ac- 
complished without any major 
effort by the industry. 


Government officials in 


Washington told task force 
members that $14 million is set 


aside annually for the promotion 
of U.S. agricultural 
products 


abroad. No funds have been used 
for the promotion of U.S. beef or 
meat products overseas. 


Said Sen. Carsten: "It is high 


time that we initiated a 
grassroots approach to 
developing an export market for 
U.S. meat products." He urged 
maximum consideration of the 
interests of the U.S. livestock 
and meat industry during Trade 
Act of 1974 negotiations on 
tariffs and trade barriers.

Torrington 
To Consider 
Water Plan 


Torrington, Wyo. (AP) - The 


Torrington Town Council is 
expected to consider an offer 
Tuesday from Energy Transpor- 
tation Systems Inc. to buy waste 
water from the community for 
use in a coal slurry pipeline. 


Frank Odasz, a field represen- 


tative for ETSI, sent a letter to 
town administrator Kurt Hahn 
offering Torrington $12 an acre- 
foot for the water. 


ETSI has proposed a coal 


slurry pipeline that would move 
finely ground coal mixed with 
water through a 1,000-mile 
pipeline from near Gillette, 
Wyo., to Arkansas. Opponents of 
the pipeline have expressed con- 
cern about the amount of water 
the line would use. 


Odasz said Torrington, about 


30 miles west of Scottsbluff, was 
chosen as a possible source for 
the water because its waste 
water at present is evaporated 
and not used for any other pur- 
poses, and is not returned to any 
waterflow. 


ETSI offered the town $5,000 


for a renewable two-year option 
for purchase of the water. Odasz 
said if the firm decided to exer- 
cise the option it would seek a 
long-term agreement for the 
purchase. 


He said the firm wants the two 


years to decide whether to com- 
mit itself to the purchase to do 
further research and develop- 
ment, and to see how many 
other water sources it can line 
up. 


Odasz said reports of a similar 


offer from the firm to the city of 
Casper, Wyo., were incorrect. 
He said waste water from Casper 
could not be used for the 
pipeline because the city must 
return the water to the North 
Platte River.

Ford Lifts Crude 
Oil Import Tariff 


Washington (UPI) - Presi- 


dent Gerald Ford signed a 
proclamation Saturday to lift the 
$2-a-barrel tariff on imported 
crude oil that he imposed last 
year, saying the extra fee no 
longer was needed for national 
security because of the new 
energy conservation bill. 


Ford's action was retroactive 


to Dec. 22, the date he signed tiie 
energy bill, and he said its 
provisions — designed to lower 
U.S. consumption by allowing 


domestic prices to rise over 40 
months — would have the same 
effect as the tariff. 


Ford laid on fees of $1 a barrel 


in February and June as a 
double-edged effort to dis- 
courage oil imports and to 
pressure Congress to pass a 
national energy program. A 
smaller levy on foreign 
petroleum products was lifted 
earlier and he had promised to 
remove the tariff on crude oil if 
he got an acceptable energy bill 
from Congress. 


Keeps Moving 
He said he has found Chicago 


police to be sympathetic with his 
lifestyle. Although he doesn't 
feel any laws are being broken, 
he normally moves his truck 
every two days to comply with 
police orders. 


However, a police department 


spokesman said a city ordinance 
may require a person living in a 
mobile home to have it parked in 
a trailer camp. But he said he 
knew of no special exempting 
permit and could give no further 
explanation immediately. 


Athens, who identifies himself 


as an architect, said he holds a 
bachelor's degree and has 
worked for several Chicago 
architectural firms as well as 
city planning departments in 
Cincinnati and in Kalamazoo, 
Mich. 


He said he chooses to stay in 


Chicago because he is short of 
money and his truck needs 
repairs. 


But some day he would like to 


break away and possibly move to 
South America to help the un- 
derprivileged. He said that when 
he goes, he doesn't want to leave 
his truck behind.

Johannesburg, South Africa (AP) - The Jphainesburg Sun- 


day Times claims that about 12,000 black guerillas are poised to 
invade white-ruled Rhodesia from Mozambique next Saturday. 
The newspaper quoted African and British sources not further 
identified. It said the attack is to coincide with the opening day 
of the Organization of African Unity (OAU) conference in Addis 
Ababa. 


Lebanese Prison Stormed 


Beirut (AP) — A band of 150 Moslem gunmen stormed a 


Lebanese prison with machine guns and grenades Saturday, 
freeing 24 convicts, authoritites reported. Police said two of the 
15 guards on duty were wounded during the 90-minute fight and 
it was believed several raiders were killed. The attack on Seer 
prison outside the northern Lebanese city of Tripoli was the se- 
cond of its kind in 12 hours. Gunmen earlier raided a police sta- 
tion at the mountain resort of Aley and escaped with a prisoner 
who was awaiting trial on a murder charge. 


Snow in Sunny Mexico 


Mexico City (AP) — There was snow in sunny Mexico Satur- 


day for the first time in eight years in some places. There was 
also a snow alert for Mexico City. In Zacatecas, 770 miles south 
of El Paso, hundreds of children and adults built snowmen and 
threw snowballs for the first time since 1968. Snow was also on 
the ground in Chihuahua and Ciudad Juarez. 


Chile Denies Cassidy Charges 


Santiago (AP) — The military government on Saturday 


denied allegations by British Dr. Sheila Cassidy that she was tor- 
tured by Chilean authoritites. Dr. Cassidy, 38, was arrested Nov. 
1 on charges of treating a wounded leftist guerrilla. After being 
jailed for two months, she was flown to London Tuesday and 
told newsmen she was stripped naked and tortured during her 
imprisonment.

Wheat of Bluegrass Crusade

in the background, pokerfaced 
(apologies to Morris for the 
cliche but it fits). 
• 


Of the 150 tunes the band 


plays, Morris does a bass solo on 
only two of them. 


"Yeah, all the other guys in 


the band have their hot licks'." 


But he's only foolin'. 
"A Bluegrass band should 


have stand-up bass because it 
sounds best and because it's 
traditional." 


ActuaDy, Morris doesn't take 


bluegrass music nearly as 
serious as his facial expression 
would lead you to believe. 


Bluegrass appeals to him 


because "it's fun to play, it has a 
lilt to it, it swings." And he likes 
playing it professionally because 
"you don't have to blast your 
ears out to play it." 


He attributes the recent rise in 


popularity of country and 
Bluegrass music to a general in- 
terest in the "back to natural 
things movement." 


A lot of people are learning to 


play it, he says, because it 
doesn't require a huge outlay of 


cash to get started, one person 
can play by himself and the stan- 
dard repertoire of tunes that 
every Bluegrass musician knows 
makes it easy to get together and 
play with other folks. 


In spite of "overdone 


classics," such as "Rocky Top." 
Morris doesn't think Bluegrass is 
a fad. "Some of it is a fad, but a 
lot more people are genuinely in- 
terested in it," he said. 


"It's 
not hard to play 


Bluegrass. The bass player's 
function is to keep the rhythm 
solid and steady and play root 
and fifty notes, the basic notes. 
There's nothing intricate about 
it." 


Morris plays by ear. The only 


other skills.it takes to become a 
good bass player, according to 
him, are developing enough 
strength in your left hand to play 
the chords and developing the 
sense of knowing where to put 
your fingers on the fingerboard, 
since there are no frets. 


Morris, who was an electric 


bass player before joining 
Bluegrass Crusade, played with 
the Rutabaga Palace Electric 
Jug Band, Dr. Remus and His 
Country Rhythm Boys and the 
Star Spangled Wranglers. 


His reason for becoming a bass 


player is simple enough. "I 
wasn't a very good guitar 
player." 


Does a bass player have 


professional greats to model him 
or herself after like other 
musicians do? Yes indeed. 
Morris' inspiration comes from 
Jack Cook, who plays with 
Ralph Stanley's band.. 


Then there's Tom Gray, who 


plays with Seldom Seen. "I 
copped some bits off of him 
too" 


Now about Morns' nickname 


and residence. The two just sort 
of go together. His friends call 
him Wheat because he lives in 
the gram bin. It's a very nice 
grain bin, as far as grain bins go, 
with a king-size heated waterbed 


covered with quilts his mother 
made for him, a skylight, electric 
lights and a stereo system — "all 
the comforts of home." 


The first step in making a 


grain bin into a home is to clean 
out the grain, Morris said. He 
then gave it an extensive 
cleaning, sanded the beams, 
built the wood floor, insulated 
the walls and installed the wood 
stove. 


He decided to live in it 


because the floors of the home 
he was planning to live in 
werent strong enough to sup- 
port his waterbed and because 
"I'm somewhat reclusive. I like 
privacy. 


How does it feel to live in a 


grain bin? "It feels fine the 
spring, summer and fall. In the 
winter it gets a little chilly."

She was the harassed mother of 
poor, possessed Linda Blair in 
The Exorcist, and the aging 
sexpot mother of Cybill 
Shepherd in Hie Last Picture 
Show. In AHce, she was more of 
a normal person — we've met 
people like her — and she was 
crazy in that basically sane way 
survivors sometimes develop. 


Self-Discovery 
Vittono de Sica's A Brief 


Vacation gave us one of the 
year's great performances. 
Florinda Bolkan played an 
Italian working-class woman 
who was sent off to a TB 
sanitorium in the mountains and 
made some interesting dis- 
coveries about herself there. 


At home she was overworked, 


exploited, not respected. In the 
mountains, she found a young 
man who noticed in her a 
physical and spiritual beauty 
she'd almost forgotten she 
possessed, and she found women 
who challenged her image of 
herself.

De Sica died at 73, but Luis 


Bunuel. at 75 one of the great 
veteran geniuses of filmmaking 
(his contemporaries are Alfred 
Hitchcock and Howard Hawks), 
was still going strong in 1975, 
deaf and cantankerous as he 
reportedly is. 


Bunuel's The Phantom of 


Liberty was a magical film, a 
fantasy worked out totally 
within Bunuel's cheerfully 


, perverse imagination. A collec- 


tion of characters wandered 
through the film, bouncing off 
each other like marbles on a pool 
table, setting up coincidences 
and chance meetings, appearing 
and disappearing and acting 
solemnly bizarre whenever the 
occasion arose. 


The third foreign-language 


film on my list is Claude 
Lelouch's And Now My Love, 
the best film yet from this very 
uneven young (38) French direc- 
tor. He's best known for A Man 
and a Woman, a film I was never 
enthusiastic about. He followed 
that film with a group of very 
miscellaneous misses before fin- 
ding his stride two years ago 
with Happy New Year, a caper 
movie that turned out to be a 
love story. 


Romantic Tapestry 
And Now My Love was a 


thoughtful and cheerfully 
romantic tapestry of love stories 
that began during World War I 
and ended on an overnight flight 
from Paris to New York. It was 
funny, but it also inspired the 
kind of laughter we associate 
with warmth and recognition, 
and it gave us "love at first 
sight" that seemed predestined 
for decades. 


In Celebration was the best of 


this year's offerings from the 
American Film Theater (AFT), 
an ambitious attempt to bring 
films of plays to a nationwide 
subscription audience. The AFT 
failed through a variety of 
reasons, but not before 
providing some excellent films, 
especially The Homecoming and 
The Iceman Cometh last year 
and Lindsay Anderson's In 
Celebration this year. 


The film, based on David 


Storey's play, told the story of 
three sons who returned home to 
the north of England to observe 
their parents' 40th wedding an- 
niversary. The years had caused 
the family members to build 
layers of emotional scar tissue 
over old and bitter wounds. 


Bare Facts 
But during the evening, night 


and morning of the play's action, 
all the truths and lies were final- 
ly sorted out Bill Owen was the 
father, a coal miner, inhibited 
and dignified Of his sons. Alan 


Bates gave the most memorable 
performance. 


Sidney Lumet's Dog Day 


Afternoon was based, more or 
less, on a real bank robbery — a 
strange New York affair in 
which a young man held up a 
bank in an attempt to finance a 
sex-change operation for his 
lover 


The movie was full of frenetic 


energy, the combination of 
Lumet's direction and an elec- 
tric performance by Al Pacino, 
and it has a nice sense of irony, 
too. As the robbery played on 
live TV news, a crime became a 
media event. 


In looking back over the year's 


accumulated reviews, I find that 
I gave four-star ratings to only 11 
movies in 1974 — less than one a 
month Of the 11, nine — the 
first nine — are on my list (Dog 
Day got 3'z stars). 


One of the others was Jaws, 


which I thought rated four stars 
on the basis of its sheer film- 
making skill, but which isn't on 
the ten best list because I can 
think of no possible reason why 
anyone should see it twice (and 
surely that should be a criteria?) 


The other four-star movie was 


Alain Resnais' Stavisky, with 
Jean-Paul Belmondo as a 1930s 
rogue financier who nearly- 
brought down the French 
economy. 


Other good films in a not par- 


ticularly great year included An- 
tonia, with its portrait of an un- 
sinkable woman orchestra con- 
ductor. Hard Times, a movie 
that finally defined and fully 
exploited the full presence of 
Charles Bronson. 


Three Days of the Condor, es- 


pecially for its cool, intelligence 
performances by Faye Dunaway 
and Robert Bedford; Smile, the 
dissection of a small-town beau- 
ty pageant; Le Chat, with 
Simone Signoret and Jean Cabin 
as an aging couple hi love and 
war.

titled Sounds of History is taken 
from the U.S. government's 
little-known collection of 70,000 
records going back to 1912. 


It includes the blast from an 


atomic explosion in New 
Mexico, a melody played by 
Glenn Miller's orchestra in 
World War D and the presiden- 
tial "ruffles and flourishes" of 
the U.S. Marine Band. 


The voices of Presidents 


Theodore and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Calvin Coolidge, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and John 
F. Kennedy bring their 
memories to life. 


Oratory by Dr. Martin Luther 


King Jr., songs by Marian 
Anderson and Kate Smith, the 
jokes of Will Rogers and Grade 
Allen and a dramatic reading by 
poet Carl Sandburg also are 
revived on the tape. 


The end of Gen. Douglas 


MacArthur's dramatic farewell 
speech to Congress is included: 
"Old soldiers never die, they just 
fade away." 


Rarely heard voices of Charles 


Lindbergh and Amelia Earhart, 
pioneer aviators, are also on 
archives tape. So are statements 
by Albert Einstein, the physicist, 
Britain's Winston Churchill and 
Nazi dictator Adolf ffitler. 


"These are not the sounds of 


history," says the narrator. 
"They are history." 


Archives officials said the tape 


was issued for public purchase 
so Americans can share their 
memories with grandparents 
and grandchildren, aided by a 
living record of the dead past. 


The cassette is sold for $1.95 


over the counter at the archives 
building. It can be obtained for 
$2.50 through the mail by 
writing: Publication Sales 
Branch, National Archives and 
Records Branch, Washington, 
D.C. 20408.

American Indian Pictured 
On 11 Different U.S. Coins 


Foreign Stamps Note 
American Bicentennial 


By Associated Press 
The Bicentennial of the 


American Revolution is also un- 
covering many other milestones 
connected with the anniversary 
resulting in the issuance of 
special stamps by foreign lands. 
Bermuda, for example, has 
issued a new set of four stamps 
commemorating the 200th an- 
niversary of its "gunpowder 
plot" which helped the colonial 
cause. 


Hie new stamps mark the 


theft, during the American 
Revolution, of 100 barrels of 
English gunpowder from the 
Royal Magazine in Bermuda by 
those sympathetic to the 
American cause. In 1775 the gun- 
powder was taken from the 
magazine, rolled to waiting 
whateboats in Tobacco Bay and 
rowed to American ships waiting 
offshore. 


When the colonial governor 


sought Bermudian ships and 
sailors to pursue the American 
vessels, he found no volunteers 
and thus the American ships 
sailed away without in- 
terference. 


The stamps depict various 


scenes of this hazardous episode. 
Each stamp bears the inscription 
"200th anniversary of Gun- 
powder Plot at St Georges 1775 
— 
American 
War 
of 


Independence" The values are 5

cents, 17c, 20 c and 25 c. 


Ralegh, Raleigh 
The English Channel island of 


Jersey pays tribute to the U.S. 
Bicentennial celebration with a 
four-value stamp set featuring 
links with America. Each stamp 
portrays a famous Englishman 
connected with the development 
of the colonies or their fight for 
freedom. 


The 5-pence is dedicated to 


"Jersey and Virginia" and 
honors Sir Walter Raleigh. A 
portrait of Raleigh is accom- 
panied by a drawing of the 
settlers arriving on Roanoke 
Island in 1585. An inscription 
reads: "The Arrival of the 
Englishmen." It is interesting to 
note that Sir Walter spelled his 
name two ways — Raleigh and 
Ralegh. This stamp spells it 
Ralegh. 


with naming tne area of the 
colonies "New Jersey," after the 
Channel Island where he once 
was lieutenant governor. The 
stamp design is based on a por- 
trait of Sir George and John 
Seller's "Mapp of New Jersey" 
depicting New Jersey in 1664. 


The 11-pence is a com- 


memorative to "Jersey and New 
York" and honors Philippe 
Dauvergne, famous admiral in 
the British Navy during the 
Revolutionary War. Although be 
fought against the colonists in 
the Battle of Long Island he was 
recognized by both sides as a 
valiant and heroic figure. The 
design illustrates a likeness of 
Dauvergne and "The Landing on 
Long Island 1776."

coins and two colonial American 
coins picture the American In- 
dian. 


Of the 11 U.S. coins, five of 


these issues are in the com- 
memorative series. The Arkan- 
sas Centennial half dollar pic- 
tures the cojoined heads of an 
Indian and Columbia (Miss 
Liberty) on its face. The Daniel 
Boone Bicentennial half dollar 
pictures Boone in conversation 
with Chief Black Fish of the 
Shawnee Nation on its reverse. 
The half dollar honoring the 
Missouri Centennial shows a 
frontiersman and an Indian in 
conversation on its reverse. The 
face of the Oregon Trail half 
dollar pictures as its central 
theme an Indian in full war 
regalia. And the Rhode Island 
Tercentenary half dollar shows 
Roger Williams in a canoe being 
welcomed by an Indian. 


A number of different designs 


were used on the one penny 
copper pieces of colonial New 
York. One of these designs, 
which is quite scarce, pictures a 


Massachusetts penny of 1788.

historical painter John Singleton 
Copley. Bora in Boston, he

tomahawk hi his right hand and 
a bow in his left hand. The coin 
is dated 1787. The second piece 
was issued by Massachusetts 
both in 1787 and 1788 in both half 
penny and one penny size. It, 
likewise, pictures a fuQ length 
figure of an Indian, only here the 
bow is in the right hand and the 
tomahawk in the left hand. 


In the regular series of so- 


called "trade coins" the Indian 
head replaced the head of 
Columbia on the one-cent pieces 
from 1859 through 1909, the five- 
cent piece from 1913 through 
1938, and $2.50 and $5 gold coins 
from 1908 through 1929. the |3 
gold pieces from 1854 through 
1889 and the 110 gold pieces 
from 1907 through 1933. Most 
picture an Indian that looked 
like an Aryan and not an 
American aboriginal. The two 
exceptions are the five<ent 
piece designed by James E. 
Fraser and the $2 50 and $5 gold 
pieces, both of which use the 
identical design, created by Beb 
L Pratt

William Peden finds the 


history of the American short 
story paradoxical. And of all the 
paradoxes, none is greater than 
that which confronts this literary 
form today: it is prospering 
while declining. 


Some critics think they 


perceive demise instead of 
decline. Fiction has all but dis- 
appeared from mass magazines. 
Book publishers hesitate to put 
out short-story collections. 
Television has replaced short fic- 
tion as the primary escape for 
most Americans. 


Yet Peden is of the opinion 


that the short story has reached 
its highest achievements hi the 
past 35 years, the very period of 
"decline." He believes more 
good short-story writers have 
emerged since 1940 than in any 


comparable period, and more 
good-to-excellent volumes of 
short fiction have been 
published in this time than ever 
before. 


Indeed, Peden asserts that the 


short-story writer is creating the 
most significant literary form of 
our time and predicts that future 
historians of American literature 
will find the short story the 
major contribution of the post- 
World War II years. 


An English professor at the 


University of Missouri, Peden 
has studied (and written) short 
fiction for a long time. This book 
is revised from an earlier work 
and encompasses developments 
up to 1975. 


One does not need Peden's 


scholarship, however, to discern 
the phenomena he describes. 
Stranded in a doctor's waiting 
room, one is hard pressed to find 
even a single short story in the 
mound of magazines provided 
for diversion. Yet most paper- 
back racks in bookstores, phar- 
macies, airports and elsewhere 
offer at least a few short-story 
collections (although, as Peden 
points out, the publisher often

Further, anyone who follows 


the annual volumes of "best" 
short stories (the 0. Henry and 
Martha Foley collections, for 
example) probably senses that 
the "best" is getting better. 
Close reading of the publications 
from which these stories are 
selected (literary journals, the 
so-called little magazines and, of 
course, the New Yorker) would 
gain a similar impression. 


The paradox of prosperous 


decline is really only a seeming 
one. What has happened is that 
the dross has been drained off 
and the gold gleams more bright- 
ly than ever. 


The golden age of the slick and 


pulp magazines saw lots of 
stories published, but the riches 
was in quantity not quality. 
Indeed, the stories were often so 
trite, so slight, so according to 
formula, that the short story 
developed a dubious reputation 
among serious readers. 


And it is serious readers who 


buy books. With short fiction 
considered by many to be a 
"subliterary genre" (Peden's 
phrase), it is understandable 
why book publishers were reluc- 
tant to risk short-story collec- 
tions. Not that all of them were 


that sensitive about their own 
reputations. Rather, their con- 
cern was economic: short-story 
books don't sell well. 


Often they still don't. Yet a 


number of publishers are 
bringing out such books. The 
reason is, as Peden puts it, that 
the short story i3 being 
rediscovered. Small, quality 
magazines are printing excellent 
stories. University presses, 
which have long encouraged 
poets, are beginning to show a 
similar interest in short-story 
writers. And many of America's 
best writers, challenged by the 
very demanding nature of this 
literary form, are trying to write 
— or, for many, simply con- 
tinuing to write — short stories. 


The Collected Stories of 


William Goyen illustrates 
something of what Peden is 
saying. Goyen is hardly a 
household name. Yet he has 
been writing for more than three 
decades, starting back when 
short fiction was still a staple of 
popular magazines. 


Few of Goyen's stories have 


appeared in such magazines, 
though. Saturday Evening Post 
is represented in his new 
collection, and Mademoiselle. 
Significantly, what they printed 
may be the weakest of the tales 
in this book. For the most part,

Ben East, who has co- 


authored several books about 
the northland, has done his 
usually superb job of putting 
Money's recollections into 
professional form. 


Gold and grizzlies, "shark- 


tooth ranges sawing savage at 
the sky," piercing cold, dpgsled 
trips over hundreds of miles of 
snow-covered wilderness, fried 
moose liver and roast ptarmigan 
are the stuff of which this tale is 
made. 


Arriving from England hi 1923 


to work for the Hudson's Bay 
Company — and thereby learn 
the fur trade - Money vividly 
describes the awesome graudwr 
of the northern frontier and its 
impact on him. 


His later quest for gold, his 


battle with the rapids to Find it 
(he nearly lost his life in one en- 
counter) are stirring stories in 
themselves. 


Money strikes it rich, finding 


not only treasured nuggets and 
dust but the friendship of a band 
of Indians living along a lake 
literally overflowing with 
natural beauty and wildlife. 


A woman eaters Ml tiff, a 


bride of d* Nona, hdpiag Urn 


turn his lonely wilderness home 
at Frances Lake into a virtual 
Eden. 


The two share the hardships 


and dangers of the trail, as well 
as the joy of building their own 
cabin, raising their son and 
living off the abundance of that 
majestic land. 


Then they part. 
Money's story of his beloved 


North, where he grew from 
greenhorn cheechako into a full- 
fledged sourdough, is fine 
reading, particularly on a cold 
winter's day when a white 
blanket of snow adds a touch of 
the Yukon to the Nebraska 
landscape.

Goyen's work has appeared in 
publications like Transatlantic 
Review, Atlantic, Southwest 
Review, Kenyon Review, New 
Story, Partisan 
Review, 


Botteghe Oscure, Transition. 


Obviously, Goyen, who sets 


many of his stories in his native 
Texas, has been building a loyal 
and appreciative following, if 
not a large one, over the years. 
Perhaps now that the under- 
brush of second-rate stories has 
been cleared away, more readers 
will be attracted to him and to 
authors like him. 


Goyen's collection dem- 


onstrates what the short story 
can be at its best. Strong 
characterization, subtle plotting 
(if plotting exists), lyric writing 
and wonderful evocations of 
times, places, moods. 


Peden speaks highly of 


Goyen's earlier collections, 
calling Ghost and Flesh "a 
memorable book." Peden is 
nothing if not specific in his sur- 
vey of the short fiction of our 
time. He comments on all the 
short story writers since 1940 
who seem to him important or 
representative. Consequently, 
many, like Goyen, receive only a 
single page of mention, but even 
that is valuable, to readers as 
well as to Goyen. 


Peden also finds space to dis- 


cuss science fiction, which 
brings 
us 
to 
another 


phenomenon of the short-story, 
world Peden examines. Unlike 


some critics, be does not 
relegate it to a category of sub- 
literature. Like most critics, he 
is not quite sure where it is 
going. 


Damon Knight's latest collec- 


tion, Orbit 17, offers minimal 
clues about direction. It does 
reflect an already established 
trend, however: the best science 
fiction today is published not in 
magazines but in hardcover 
anthologies of original stories, 
like Knight's Orbit series. 


Orbit 17 also confirms that the 


giants of yesterday, the ones who 
helped form Peden's favorable 
impression of science fiction, 
don't write much anymore and 
new giants haven't emerged. Of 
the 13 stories in Orbit 17, only 
one is by a veteran, R. A. Laffer- 
ty. Some of the stories support 
Peden's claim that more science 
fiction authors are dealing with 
"ideas" than with fantasy or 
pseudo-science. But some also 
validate his criticism that one~of 
science fiction's "most ap- 
palling" defects is a "total lack 
of characterization." 


Judging from Orbit 17, science 


fiction retains what Peden and 
countless others have long been 
saying it has: potential. 


The same can be said about 


short fiction in general, of 
course. But as Peden argues, 
and as writers are proving right 
along, the American short story 
is steadily realizing more of that 
potential.

Instant feedback, bouncing 


ideas off each other and dis- 
cussing choral music all make 
for perfect harmony between 
two new music faculty members 
at Nebraska Wesleyan Universi- 
ty. 


Dr. William Wyman and Dr. 


Mel Harp don't find it a bit 
strange that they are so con- 
genial even though they are from 
very different parts of the coun- 
try. 


Director of choral activities, 


Dr. Wyman received his master 
and doctor of musical arts 
degrees from West Virginia 
University at Morgantown and 
he did post-doctoral work at 
Westminster Choir College in 
Princeton, N. J. 


The 45-voice University Choir 


is under his direction, as is the 
Male Chorus, the Opera Theater 
and the swing choir called A 
Touch of Class. "There are 14 
voices and four instrumentalists 
in the group," Dr. Wyman says. 
"Since this is the Bicentennial 
year we are emphasizing 
American music — but we do 
Broadway music, novelty 
programs, jazz and rock." 


The swing choir will take a 


five-day tour and sing eight con- 
certs in Nebraska during 
January. 


"It's very different, planning a 


tour in Nebraska than it is in 
Ohio — because of .the dis- 
tance," Wyman said. "When I 
looked at a map of Nebraska and 
saw over 400 miles to 
Scottsbluff, I could hardly 
believe it." 


In March the University Choir 


will go on tour — but its 
itinerary includes Chicago, 
Minneapolis and St. Paul 


In addition to the directing, 


Dr. Wyman teaches voice and 
advanced conducting. He admits 
he has little spare time. 


Dr. Harp grew up in 


Sweetwater, Tex. He received 
his BME and MA at West Texas 
State University in Canyon and 
his DMA in choral literature and 
performance from the Universi- 
ty of Colorado. 


The Women's Chorus, a group 


of about 40, and the new 
Chamber Singers are under bis 
direction. "At present, in the 
latter group, we have 10 voices 
and expect to expand to 16," he 
says. He teaches musical educa- 
tion courses including methods 
for elementary and secondary 
teachers, as well as conducting. 


And why did the two men 


choose Wesleyan? 


"It was a chance for me to get 


into college teaching," Dr. Harp 
explains. "I was teaching in the 
high school in Aurora, Colo., 
before I came here" 


"Opportunity and challenge," 


are the reasons Dr. Wyman 
gives, "Plus the growth poten- 
tial. I find the administration 
wants a strong vocal-choral 
program. In addition mere is the 
great growth in the arts in Lin- 
coln

Both men like Lincoln. "I'm 


not putting Nebraska on when I 
say the Nebraska brand of 
friendliness is different and 
better than that of Texas," Dr. 
Harp says. 


Dr. Wyman also is surprised at 


the friendliness in Lincoln. "I 
am impressed. When one goes 
shopping people are so open. 
They talk to you even though you 
have not been introduced. 


"And it's nice to hear 'thank 


you' from people." 


Beth men are amazed at the 


ease with which a check can be 
cashed. "I am used to holding 
out two LD.s when I want to pay 
by check. It doesn't happen that 
way in Lincoln," Dr. Harp says 
with a smile. 


"A lot of people say the East is 


where the action is," Dr. Wyman 
says. "But in a city the size of 
Lincoln near one of the eastern 
metropolises one will not find as 
many cultural activities as one 
finds here. People rely on the 
large cities for their culture." 


Both faculty members are 


delighted with Wesleyan 
students. "You can meet them 
on an adult-to-adult basis and 
there is no feeling of playing the 
role of policeman or baby- 
sitter," Wyman said. 


Both men have charge of 


church choirs. Dr. Wyman is 
director of music at the 
American Lutheran Church, and 
Dr. Harp directs the adult choir 
at Second Presbyterian Church. 


Dr. Harp is married. His wife,

Civilest Country 
After all, as the booklet points 


out, as soon as the Declaration of 
Independence was signed, it was 
to Paris that Benjamin Franklin 
set sail — to negotiate a treaty of 
friendship and commerce. 
Franklin described France as 
"the civilest country on earth," 
and so moved was Thomas 
Jefferson by the French 
mystique that he proclaimed 
that every man has two coun- 
tries — his own, and France. 


So the booklet gives details of 


more than 100 towns and villages 
that" in various ways com- 
memorate America's ties with 
its first and oldest friend. 


It points the way, for example, 


to Chavaniac in the Auvergne 
region of central France, with its 
chateau in which La Fayette, the 
greatest French ally of the 
American Revolution, was bora. 
The chateau, which belongs to 
the La Fayette Memorial, an 
American association, contains a 
museum devoted to the 
memorabilia of La Fayette and 
Franco-American cooperation in 
World War L A wax museum 
and diorama re-create scenes 
from the life of the "Hero of 
Two Worlds." 


Paris Sites 
The booklet lists, naturally, 


many sites in Paris, such as the 
Place des Etats-Unis, the square 
dominated by the monument of 
Washington and La Fayette cast 
in bronze by Bartholdi. the 
sculptor of the Statue of Liberty, 
and the mansion at 7 rue de 
Braqae in which Franklin secret- 
ly signed his commerce treaty in 
1778. The booklet will be 
available free next month from 
the French Government Tourist 
Office, 610 Fifth Avenue, New 
York 10020. 


When the booklet was un- 


furled in New York recently, a 
French official cited the British 
travel slogan, "Come home, all 
is forgiven," and fired back: 
"We have never forgotten."

Franklin's House 
Franklin's house in London 


still stands, at 36 Craven St., off 
the Strand, and the cottage 
where Tom Paine was bom is 
preserved at Thetford, Norfolk. 


In addition, the British are 


preparing a number of exhibits, 
special church services and other 
events, including several music* 
festivals in which American ar- 
tists and groups will perform. 


The 76 effort has also been 


taken up in Northern Ireland 
where a Folk Park is being built 
to display its American 
associations, which include 14 
American presidents whose 
forbears came from the 
province.

Last Week's Picture 


Queen Incubator Co., at 1045 No. 14th in 


this 1923 picture, was enjoying prosperity at the 
time but within a few years drouth, depression 
and changing methods in the poultry business 
were to combine to erase it from the Lincoln 
business scene. It was one of the city's largest 
manufacturing plants in the first quarter of the 
20th century, employing upward of 130 persons 
and having a field sales force of 16 to market its 
chicken incubators, brooders and brooder 
stoves. The company records indicate the com- 
pany opened for business in 1905 and closed in 


1931. The property passed through a several 
owners before being acquired by the University 
of Nebraska in 1968. The building was razed 
about 1940, available records indicate.

ne of the major reasons Henry Kis- 


singer and Richard Nixon estab- 
lished relations with the People's 
Republic of China in 1972 was to 


provide the U.S. with leverage in Soviet- 
American affairs. 


The Soviets have long felt that with 


800 million people, the Chinese would 
be able to tolerate a nuclear attack and 
that eventually Chinese armies might 
sweep across Siberia and advance to the 
gates of Moscow. 


The Chinese, on the other hand, have 


long believed that a Soviet attack is 
inevitable, which is why they have dug

deep tunnels beneath their cities. 


Building on those fears, Kissinger and 


Nixon attempted to make the U.S. the 
fulcrum in the balancing of power. If 
the Soviets got too uppish, the U.S. 
would become more friendly with 
China. If China became too forward, 
the U.S. would tilt towards the Soviets. 


What has gone wrong with that 


policy is this: The Soviets simply do 
not believe that the U.S. would join 
forces with the Chinese or help them 
defeat the Soviets. They see no indica- 
tion of any U.S. implementation of the 
so-called "Shanghai Agreement," which 


Only no miles separate the island of Taiwan from Mainland China. US. and 
lapanese aid has given Taiwan a strong economy and a well-equipped army. 


the U.S. signed with the People's Re- 
public of China in 1972. In that agree- 
ment we acknowledged "that there is 
but one China and that Taiwan is a part 
of China." 


Peking believes that normalization 


with the U.S. will be accomplished only 
when the U.S. breaks diplomatic ties 
with Taiwan, the U.S. withdraws its 
men from Taiwan, and the U.S. abro- 
gates its 1954 Mutual Security Treaty 
with Taiwan. Until then, visits to Pek- 
ing by Kissinger and Ford essentially 
constitute window dressing. Surely, 
they have little or no effect on restrain- 
ing offensive Soviet foreign policy. 


Worry over future 


Several weeks ago, John Stewart 


Service, an expert Sinologist, one of the 
old China hands and one of the Foreign 
Service victims of the McCarthy era, 
told a Stanford University 
audience 


"we're sitting on a time bomb," insofar 
as America's two-China policy is con- 
cerned. 


According to Service, basically "noth- 


ing has changed" in the U.S. relation- 
ship with Peking since the Nixon visit 
of 1972. 


"We have established a liaison office 


in Peking, and we have exchanged a 
series of personnel, but we have done 
nothing to unfreeze Mainland assets in 
the U.S. nor have we established a most 
favored nation treaty." 


Service pointed out that the Chinese 


are buying more goods from us than we 
are buying from them. He also noted 
that we are building two nuclear plants 
on Taiwan. "What happens," he asked 
rhetorically, "if they [the Taiwanese] 
develop their own A-bomb and declare 
their independence?" 


Since signing the "Shanghai Agree- 


ment" in 1972, the U.S. has given 
Taiwan 85 fighter planes, four de- 
stroyers, more than 100 tanks, has 
helped build a factory in which the 
Taiwanese can produce additional 
F-105 fighters. 


Large investment 


Moreover, U.S. industry and govern- 


ment agencies'have invested more than 
$500 million in Taiwan. We now have 
eight branches of U.S. banks in Taiwan, 
six more than we had in 1972, and the 


U.S. 
Export-Import Bank extends Tai- 


wan unlimited credit. 


All of this constitutes a direct chal- 


lenge to the People's Republic of China, 
and the only reason the PRC tolerates 
our two-China policy is fear of the 
Soviet Union. 


"Secretary of State Kissinger sees all 


foreign relations as a bargaining pro- 
cess," Service maintains. "Washington 
wants them [Mainland Chinese] to get 
so mad that they'll bargain, but the 
Chinese won't play that game." 


President Ford, obsessed with 


domestic politics, fearful of Ronald 
Reagan on the Republican right, is 
afraid of breaking with Taiwan this year 
and normalizing U.S. relations with the 
People's Republic of China. If he waits 
too long, he risks the danger of a thaw 
between the Soviet Union and the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China. 


We will then face the ugly, threaten- 


ing specter of the world's two largest, 
most powerful Communist nations in 
league against the United States.

One of the new- 
est American

the SIAM~the Self- 
Initiated Antiaircraft 
Munition. 


Supposedly the SIAM 


consists of a cluster of 
small missiles with an 
independent firing and 
guidance brain. The SIAMs 
are dropped from the air 
around enemy airfields. 
They lie dormant on the 
ground until a plane takes 
off. As soon as it does, 
the plane's noiee acti- 
vates the sensitive elec- 
tronic ear of the SIAM. 
When the noise reaches a 
level which indicates the 
plane is within range, the 
SIAM goes into action, 
homing in on the heat from 
the plane's exhaust and 
blowing the plane to bits.

The Oct. 20 issue of the 


"Journal of the American 
Medical Association" car- 
ried an article in which 
three New York physicians 
report on several cases 
of serious illness and one 
death among individuals 
who had been injected.with 
liquid silicone to aug- 
ment breasts. 


Two were transsexual men 


and the others were women. 
Dr. Richard Ellenbogen of 
Stony Brook Medical School, 
East Meadow, N.Y.,- and his 
colleagues reported that 
granules of the silicone had 
migrated through the body 
and had entered the liver. 


In one case a woman died 


10 hours after she was 
injected under each breast 
with large doses of sili- 
cone. The drug was found 
in her lungs, kidneys, 
liver, brain and blood. 


There is nothing harm- 


ful, however, about the 
surgical implantation 
technique of breast aug- 
mentation. In this meth- 
od, silicone gel within a 
silicone rubber sac is 
implanted beneath the 
breasts. There have been 
at least 100,000 such 
surgical implantations 
since 1962 with no adverse 
effects. The sac or en- 
velope prevents the sili- 
cone from wandering. The 
wandering is apparently 
what causes the trouble. 


Some plastic surgeons 


have been using small 
amounts of silicone for 
wrinkle removal. They in- 
ject silicone with a fine 
needle above a wrinkle 
and let the silicone fill 
the crease. Dow Corning of 
Midland, Mich., manufac- 
turers of silicone, have 
applied to the Food and 
Drug Administration for a 
new drug license regarding 
silicone,but as of this writ- 
ing it has not been granted. 


Dr. Ellenbogen and his 


team write that "adverse 
systemic effects of sili- 
cone injections suggests 
that considerable ongoing 
clinical research is 
needed before release of 
this potentially lethal 
and debilitating substance 
into general clinical use."

If you're look-

eclipse-chasing group. 
Such expeditions have be- 
come the latest vogue 
among travelers, amateur 
astronomers, photographers 
and others in search of 
adventure and suspense. 


The adventure comes frofn 


journeying to the site 
where a total solar 
eclipse will be visible. 
These celestial events 
have a habit of taking 
place in remote zones like 
northern Kenya (1973) and 
southwestern Australia 
(1974). The suspense comes 
from the gamble of view- 
ing the eclipse at all, 
because if clouds roll in 
at the last minute the 
whole show may be blotted 
out. 


Prof. Frederick E. 


Trinklein, a teacher and 
author from Brookville, 
H.Y., thinks the thrill of 
seeing an eclipse out- 
weighs the possible frus- 
tration of making so long 
a jaunt for nothing. "I've 
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led four eclipse-chasing 
expeditions all over the 
world for the past five 
years," says Trinklein. 
"I've only had one wash- 
out, over Quebec Province 
in July, '72." 


The unofficial amateur 


eclipse-watching record is 
held by Harry Grahl, a 
semi-retired businessman 
from New Jersey. Since 
1924 he's been on hand for 
the event nine times, and 
only once did the weather 
ruin the show. "Each one 
is different," says Grahl. 


Everyone agrees that a 


total eclipse—with the 
moon moving between the 
sun and the earth, thus 
turning a narrow area dark 
for up to five minutes or 
so—is one of the most 
awesome natural spectacles 
to be seen in a lifetime. 
In fact, eclipses used to 
scare the daylights—so to 
speak—out of people be- 
fore they knew what caused 
them. 


The computer has made 


it -possible to predict 
with total accuracy the 
place and time of 
eclipses far into the 
future. In case you want 
to make your plans early, 
here's the schedule for 
the next eight years:

These days many officers are arriving 


not only with guns and brawn, but with 
a new set of psychological concepts and 
techniques as well. They come ready 
to shoot if necessary, but more often 
now to plead, persuade, cajole and coax. 


"It's a whole new solution," says Lt. 


Richard Klapp of San Francisco, "a pro- 
gressive, different approach to law en- 
for.cement's real dilemma in this age. 
Because not a day goes by somewhere 
in the world when somebody isn't tak- 
ing a hostage. So we're taking a positive 
step, through training and a new phi- 
losophy, by dealing with these people 
psychologically and negotiating instead 
of getting into bloodshed." 


Proud of the record 


So far there has been widespread in- 


terest among the nation's policemen 
and almost-perfect records of preserv- 
ing lives. "We've never lost anybody," 
says Bolz, who has commanded New 
York's 70-member hostage unit since its 
inception in early 1972. "The suspects 
haven't-gotten away either," he adds. 


Detective Harvey Schlossberg, a clin- 


ical psychologist with the New York 
department, has been something of a 
pioneer in the new approach. "The 
basic, overriding philosophy is that hu- 
man life is the most important varia- 
ble," he says. "Everything else can be 
manipulated, dealt with, replaced." 


New York and San Francisco have the 


most advanced hostage units. At least 
150 police organizations in the country 
have expressed interest in the program 
and about 15 have put representatives 
through Schlossberg's training course. 
Among the latter are federal agencies 
such as the FBI, the Secret Service and 
the State Department. They also include 
the North Carolina State Bureau of In- 
vestigation, the Michigan State Police, 
Nassau and Suffolk counties in New 
York, plus Richmond, Va., and Hacken- 
sack, N.J. But a large number of major 
cities, such as Chicago and Los Angeles, 
have expressed little or no concern with 
it. 


"It's not unanimously accepted in the 


profession," says Lieutenant Klapp in 
San Francisco. "There are still a lot of 
people who just don't believe in it. The 
philosophy challenges some basic, tra- 
ditional police precepts such as, We 
don't sit and let anybody dictate our 
circumstances/ because it does involve 
sitting and waiting—two weeks, if need 
be—to preserve the safety of the hos- 
tages. That's difficult for 'men of action' 
who are accustomed to taking charge 
of ^ situation and resolving it So it's 
an alien precept. The fact that it's 
worked every time doesn't seem to in- 
fluence the critics." 


New York's squad is the only formal 


one, with eight lieutenants, five ser- 
geants and 62 detectives under Chief 
Louis Cottell who are trained as nego-

tiators. All are carefully screened vol- 
unteers, called away from regular duty 
only when needed. The unit includes 
12 blacks, 12 Hispanics, two women 
and experts in bombs, firearms and 
even karate. Members range in age from 
26 to 55 and speak at least a dozen 
foreign languages. 


San Francisco has 10 trained negotia- 


tors. Most are in the Patrol Division, 
not actually assigned to the hostage unit 
but available in a crisis if they happen 
to be on duty. 


"To be very frank," says Klapp, "I've 


had considerable difficulty over my 
role in this, because of opposition 
here in administrative circles. Detective 
Schlossberg came out in April, 1974, and" 
held a basic course for top officials, but 
only a little group of us bought it." 


Does it amount to "coddling" of gun- 


men, as some opponents 
contend? 


Schlossberg answers by citing the Mid- 
dle East, where "the surrender-or-be- 
killed tactic hasn't discouraged any- 
body yet." 


Response to critics 


Schlossberg also tells critics to 


imagine that they themselves, or their 
loved ones, are the hostages. "At that 
moment," he says, "you wouldn't want 
the police to say, 'Now we're going to 
teach all criminals a lesson/ I think I'd 
want to come out alive. That would be 
more important to me than whether 
we're coddling criminals. That aspect 
can be dealt with later." 


The new movement began after two 


incidents in 1972. That summer, a bi- 
zarre holdup siege at a Brooklyn bank 
involved eight hostages and lasted 15 
hours. The ordeal, which became the 
basis for the current movie Dog Day 
Afternoon, resulted in an FBI agent kill- 
ing one of the bandits at Kennedy Air- 
port. A few weeks later, in September, 
came the Munich tragedy, in which 
Israeli Olympic athletes were first held 
and then killed bv Arab terrorists. 


As a result. Chief Simon Eisdorfer of 


New York City suggested formation of 
a program to deal with similar situa- 


tions. Guidelines were drawn and some 
500 ranking officers began one-day sem- 
inars and training courses, complete 
with role-playing skits. 


"It gave everybody an opportunity 


to think in a new way," Lieutenant Bolz 
recalls, "and we started realizing the 
ramifications of going one way or the 
other." 


Sessions went on for three months, 


ending in January of 1973, just in time 
for a crucial test. "Almost as if it were 
a final exam," Bolz says, four Muslims 
walked into a sporting-goods store and 
held a dozen persons captive for 47 
hours. One officer was killed, two were 
wounded and a Muslim was shot, but 
all hostages came out safely. 


Nobody injured 


New York then began screening and 


training its volunteer detectives. So far 
three classes of "negotiators" have been 
graduated and their training continues. 
They made 22 "runs" in 1974 and 21 
this year, with more than a dozen cases 
lasting longer than two hours. Each time 
the hostages, policemen, bystanders 
and suspects have been unharmed. 


"It's always a team effort," says Bolz. 


Aside from police sharpshooters and 
emergency-service personnel, there are 
"backup" negotiators and intelligence- 
gatherers who continually feed in new 
information about the suspect. During 
the bank siege in October, for example, 
the cops took a photograph of "Cat" 
and enabled Bolz to call him by name 
before he identified himself. 


In that case, Bolz spoke to the gun- 


man almost nonstop for the first seven 
hours, but by telephone only. "I tried 
to keep everything on a positive basis/' 
he recalls. "Most people involved could 
be either suicidal or homicidal, so you 
keep it at the problem-solving level. 
There has to be a way out for him. You 
don't block all his avenues." 


For the final 45 minutes, Bolz was 


forced to crouch near the door and use 
his bullhorn, but the voting man had 
become "very, verv down" in mood. 
Fortunately "Cat" requested some beer. 


which Bolz sent into the bank, and be- 
fore long he became drowsy and nearly 
fell asleep. Two of the hostages lunged 
for the weapons while emergency-serv- 
ice cops ran inside and grabbed him. 


"That one happened to be on center 


stage," Bolz says, "but lots of jobs we 
get are in hallways and tenements and 
they're just as dramatic and important. 
We had one in the Bronx where a guy 
held five kids up there. One of them 
was a deaf mute. We went all night, 
until 6 a.m., until he finally gave up. 
Each case is heart-tugging and a tre- 
mendous strain on the negotiator, both 
physically and emotionally " 


Hard work 


Lieutenant Klapp can attest to that 


experience all too well. He has nego» 
tiated two of San Francisco's three ' 
hostage situations since the unit was 
formed in the spring of 1974. In one 
case, a demented father held his 6-year- 
old child hostage inside his home for 
more than three hours. Klapp spoke 
with him face-to-face while the man 
brandished a cocked automatic weap- 
on. 


"He finally surrendered," Klapp says, 


"but I walked out of that one saying, 
'Gee. do I really want to be in this?' It's 
usually a desperate thing. It's as critical 
as anything we encounter in law en- 
forcement. You're really talking about 
life and 3eath at every moment. By the 
same token, it's a tool that we've never 
had before." 


In another San Francisco case, Klapp 


negotiated by telephone with a gun- 
man who held seven hostages in a 
supermarket from 6:30 a.m. until 2 p.m. 
That one and a third, handled by an- 
other trained negotiator, also ended 
with success. 


Generally there are three types of 


suspect. One is the professional crim- 
inal, usually a holdup man seeking.a 
means of escape. "You can rationalize 
easier with him," says Bolz. 'The ob- 
jective is to slow it down, utilize the 
time, and gain the advantage." 


Time is a factor 


Most dangerous, Bolz points out, is 


the political terrorist who is less amen- 
able to persuasion. "He may be a kami- 
kaze-type, so you need to give him time 
to make a mistake. A lot of them are 
just looking for a stage, so that time can 
work in our favor." 


But perhaps most complex are sus- 


pects with only psychological problems. 
"We deal with their anxiety level and 
bring it down to more manageable 
proportions," Bolz says. 


"Whenever one of these things hap- 


pens," says Klapp, "some other poor 
soul may be motivated to try it. In- 
variably they are failures in life, one 
way or another, and suddenly it's a 
step to notoriety. So a core of men here 
is staying on top of things, increasing 
our knowledge. Because we haven't 
seen the last of it."

W 


hen the 50,000 members of the 
National Association of Home 
Builders get together in Dallas 
Jan. 18 for their annual conven- 


tion, a major topic of discussion will be 
"The Affordable [or Compact] House." 


Men who have been building smaller 


—and cheaper—houses will be telling 
their colleagues how to do it. 


Compact houses are being built in 


several major metropolitan areas, and 
the idea is spreading. Even the federal 
Department of Housing and Unban De- 
velopment has had architects working 
for more than a year designing com- 
pacts for its Basic Homes Program. 


Home builders are following the lead 


of Detroit's automakers in turning out 
compacts. Compact houses, like com- 
pact cars, are cheaper to buy and oper- 
ate. They are reversing the 25-year trend 
during which houses have grown stead- 
ily larger and more expensive until to- 
day the average family can't afford the 
average house. 


Generally compacts are priced from 


the low $20,000's to around $30,000, 
but a few can be found in Florida and 
Arizona for as little as $17,000. De- 
signed for families earning $12,000 to 
$14,000 a year, they open up housing 
to people who would otherwise rent 
apartments. 


One-third smaller 


While the average house of the past 


few years has about 1700 square feet 
of floor space, the compacts are one- 
third smaller—most ranging from 900 
to 1200. But, like the one the Larry 
Piersons bought in Dallas for $21.600. 
many include a surprising number of 
amenities. The Pierson house has three 
bedrooms, two baths, an oversize gar- 
age, equipped kitchen, fireplace and 
air conditioning. 


"We looked at more expensive 


houses," says Pierson, a Dallas fireman, 
"but couldn't see making such a huge 
down payment; we'd have nothing left 
over for extras.

Ray King, who with his wife Shirley, 
both in their mid-20's, works at Medical 
City in North Dallas. "In the town 
where we lived before you could buy 
either a 25-year-old house or a custom- 
built one. We couldn't afford either." 


$200 a month 


These low-priced houses did not 


come easily. "Our special task force 
worked a full year to get costs down," 
says Dave Fox, head of Fox & Jacobs, a 
28-year-old building firm. "We started 
with the specific aim of designing for 


families who could afford monthly pay- 
ments of only $200." 


Compact houses fit in with the eco- 


logical mood of people today, espe- 
cially young marrieds. Smaller houses 
save lumber, steel, aluminum and other 
materials. Because they are insulated 
and tightly built, they conserve natural 
fuels and electricity. 


Such compacts also fit in with the no- 


nonsense attitude of women who want 
full value for every dollar they spend. 
"I'm not looking for frills," said a young 
woman shopping for houses in Mary- 
land. "I want value first and amenities 


second." Couples touring model homes 
ask sharp questions about such things 
as heat loss, insulation rating and the 
efficiency of heat pumps. 


Frank E. Mackle Jr., whose Deltona 


Corporation has built thousands of 
Florida houses, commented, "Our back- 
to-basics houses started as a temporary 
solution to the recession. Now it looks 
like this is what we're going to have to 
live with from here on in. It's just like 
people driving smaller cars and drink- 
ing beer instead of Scotch." His com- 
pacts range from $17,980 to $31,900, 
and it was his low prices that brought 
retired state policeman Frank Bierwieler 
and his family to Florida from Bath, N.Y. 


Up-to-date plans 


Compacts are also in tune with to- 


day's smaller families. More young 
wives are working—60 per cent or more 
in many cities, in contrast with 40 per 
cent a few years ago. They are post- 
poning their first child and many are 
having one or two children rather than 
three or four. They can live comfortably 
in a two-bedroom house, which in fact 
may be larger in floor space than some 
$75,000 condominium apartments. 


Extra space is a great luxury when 


you can afford it. But houses in recent 
years have had more space than aver- 
age-income families can afford. It had 
gotten so that people wouldn't buy a 
house if it didn't have a family room, 
which is really a second living room. 
Who needs it? Not young couples strug- 
gling to furnish one living room and 
the rest of the house. Most new houses 
also had two dining areas: one in or 
next to the kitchen and a separate for- 
mal dining room. The compacts have one 
dining area, bedrooms are smaller, and 
additional money is saved by eliminat- 
ing halls and extra bathrooms. The size 
of garages has been cut, or the garage 
eliminated. Many two-car garages of 
existing houses are used for storage and 
cars are parked in the driveway—dem- 
onstrating that garages in some climates 
are'not as necessary as people thought. 


Carmakers' lesson 


Builders have teamed another lesson 


from automakers: get your base price 
down by offering optional extras. Not 
every family needs or can afford a dish- 
washer, washer-dryer or a new refrig- 
erator when they move in. Many can 
get along without air conditioning, a 
downstairs powder room or a fireplace. 


Buyers of bi-level or 
split-level 


houses can save $2500 or more if tttey 
leave the lower floor unfinished. Rooms 
have unfinished walls and floors, no 
lighting fixtures, and bathrooms have 
no fixtures. Such rooms can be finished 
when needed. 


Some builders are using fewer win- 


dows, which saves construction as well 
as heating and cooling costs. Almost all 
use more factory-built components, 
saving lumber and time on the job.

"The biggest dilemma facing builders today is what to take 


out to make houses affordable, and what to leave in to make 
them salable," says New York's Edward C Birkner, publisher 
of a housing newsletter that specializes in reporting new 
trends. Almost no one buys a stripped-down car, because 
people are willing to pay for extra features. That same think- 
ing carries over to houses. They have grown larger and more 
expensive year by year because the stripped-down houses 
wouldn't sell either. But the new smaller houses do sell now. 


The price of land 


Whether prices in your city will ever reach as low as 


$25,000 or even $30,000 depends on the cost of land and of 
turning it into buildable lots. Lots are getting smaller for com- 
pacts, but that isn't enough. Around Washington, D.C., and 
some other cities, land prices are so high there is little chance 
for any house under $35,000. The country's largest home 
builder, Ryan Homes of Pittsburgh, builds in nine states. 
Prices vary widely. A house that sells for $25,000 in Louisville 
is $10,000 or $12,000 more in the Virginia and Maryland 
suburbs of Washington.
